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U.S. soil agency 
to make another 
flood plan review 


The U. S. Soil Conservation Service 


has agreed to make another review of 
Arlington Heights' Lake Arlington 
flood-control plan, giving village offi- 
cials new hope for federal funding of 
the $10.4 million project. 


The agreement was reached Mon-' 


day when Village Pres. James T. 
Ryan and Village Engineer Allen 
Sander met in Washington, D.C. with 
U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, legis- 
lative assistants for U.S. Senators 
Charles Percy and Adlai 'Stevenson, 
and Joseph Haas, deputy adminis- 
trator of the soil conservation division 
of the U.S. Dept. of Agriculture. 


The meeting was organized because 


the Lake Arlington project is in dan- 
ger of being left out of the Des 
Plalnes River Watershed Plan which 
Is considered a blueprint for state and 
federally funded flood-control work in 
the area. 


THE SOIL Conservation Service has 


consistently opposed inclusion of Lake 
Arlington in the regional plan because 
of the high cost. 


Instead of the lake, the Soil Con- 


servation Service and the Army Corps 
of Engineers have proposed digging a 
diversionary overflow ditch along a 
.southern branch of McDonald Creek 
to solve flooding problems in the area. 


Village engineers say the ditch will

It was late one Sunday night in the 


Executive Office Building next to the 
White House when an unusual story 
came over the Associated Press news 
. wire. 


A reported quoted Jack Ford, the 


President's son, as saving he had 
smoked marijuana. Melanie Berney 
was in a predicament. As editor of the 
President's daily news summary, it's 
her job to sift through each day's 
headlines for the President's review. 
Should she include the item or not, 
the wondered? Yes, she decided. 


"Lucidly I did," recalled Mrs. Ber- 


ney, 1970 graduate of Arlington High 
School recently home for a visit. "The 
President didn't know anything about 
his son's statement until he read the 
summary the next morning." 


It's a long way from the peaceful, 


Today 


suburban, life of Arington Heights to 
the hectic pace of Washington, D.C., 
bastion of power and glory, but Me- 
lanie Maloney Berney has made the 
transition. To top it off, at 23, she's 
probably one of the best informed 
people in the country. 
• HER JOB, WITH a staff of four, is 
to sift through some 70 newspapers 
from around the country, listen to 
news broadcasts, read magazines, 
check the wire services and then sum- 
marize what's, happening evety day in 
a 40-page report. The report is deliv- 


ered to the President's bedroom door 
at 5:30 every morning. Reading it, 
and skimming through the New York 
Times and Washington-Post, are the 
first things Gerald R. Ford does every 
day. 


Whenjie's not in Washington, the 


President gets an abbreviated copy of 
the report by cable wherever he is in 
the world. 
^ 


The hews summary 'includes top 


headlines of the day as well as com- 
ment. Ford is big on, editorial car- 
toons — the nastier the better, says 


Mrs. Berney — so many of them are 
included. 


The 'summary also goes to about 140 


top administrators and Presidential 
-advisers'to give them an idea of what 


may. go on that day and what ques- 
tions they may be asked. 


"IT GIVES THEM an idea of what 


the country feels and what the news 
media is saying," said Mrs. Berney. 
"The .more editorials included, the 
better the President likes it. Whether 
they have anything to do with changes 
in policy, that I don't know." 


The daily news summary, under the 


Office'of Press Sec. Ron Nessen, was 
started in the late 60s when Richard 
Nixomoccupied the oval office. 


While Ford wants as much critical 


news as possible in the summary, 
Mrs. Berney said it wasn't the same 
under Nixon.' 


"I've .heard rumors that they cen- 


sored the bad news from Nixon," she 
said. "They say he didn't read the pa- 
pers much and got very upset when 
he heard bad news. At one time, and 
this is hearsay, they were putting in 
the baseball scores." 


MORALE-HAS improved around the 


White House 100 per cent since Ford 
toofr over, said Mrs. Berney, who 
started working in Washington in 1973 
as a press aide for U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, (R-12th). After a five-month 
stint' in the office of Georgia .Cpn-

Howard Callaway resigns

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Howard 


"Bo" Callaway resigned as President 
Ford's campaign manager Tuesday in 
the face of charges he misused public 
office and a saddened Ford named po- 
litical counsellor Rogers Morton to 
succeed "my friend Bo." 


Ford called an unusually large 


group of reporters and cameramen 
intc the Oval Office to announce the 
decision, looked Callaway in the eye 
and said, "I am absolutely sure Bo 
will be exonerated" of allegations he 
used his official influence in a private 
business venture 


"I know very deeply that my friend 


Bo Callaway > is an absolutely honest 
man," Ford said. 


ShaMing.Callaway's hand and then 


Morton's, the President said "con- 
gratulations" to the new campaign 
chairman, and laughed. 


"We'll do the best we can," said 


Morton, Ford's White House political 
adviser and a former Republican Na- 
tional chairman. 


Callaway, temporarily relieved of 


duty when the allegations of the mis- 
use of office became public March 13, 
told reporters later that "unfair" 
news coverage made it "as certain as 
Greek Tragedy" he would have to re- 
s i g n pending completion of in- 
vestigations. 


But he denied he was under White 


House pressure to quit. 


Both the Justice Department and 


Congress are looking into charges that 
Caliaway, as Army Secretary and as 
Ford's campaign manager in 1975, 
tried to pressure the U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice into approving the expansion of 
his Crested Butte ski resort onto na- 
tional forest land in Colorado.

in a move to stop overfishing by foreign fleets. The vote was 346 to 
52. The legislation, expected to be signed by Ford despite opposition 
by the State Department and the Pentagon, will require foreign 
fishermen to get U.S. permits to fish within the 200-mile con- 
servation zone beginning March 1,1977.

The Senate Budget Committee voted to give President Ford near- 


ly all he asked for in defense spending next year. The panel ap- 
proved 1977 defense budget authority of $113 billion, only $300 mil- 
lion less than Ford's revised figure .

roader known to Britons as "Sunny Jim," won the second ballot

votes against 133 for Employment Secretary Michael Foot. A third 
and final "sudden death" ballot between Callaghan and Foot will 
be necessary April 5 with Callaghan odds-on favorite to win.

Flu inoculation plan passes test 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford's $135 million plan for a nation- 
wide inoculation program to prevent a 
swine flu epidemic this fall and winter 
passed its first congressional test 
without opposition Tuesday. 


Members of a House appropriations 


subcommittee, 
despite 
expressing 


some reservations about the "un- 
precedented effort," overwhelmingly 
backed the proposal. 


After discussing the plan for several 


hours with'administration health offi- 
cials, the subcommittee voted without 


dissent to approve Ford's request and 
referred it to the full House Appro- 
priations Committee, which may act 
on it this week, a subcommittee 
spokesman said. 


Dr. Theodore Cooper, assistant sec- 


retary for health with the Health, 
Education and Welfare Department, 
said the project "is a bold one" and 
that vaccinations should begin no lat- 
er than the first of September. 


Rep. Edward J. Patten, D-N.J., said 


the vaccinations would cost New Jer- 
sey more than $3 million while the 


Ford plan provides only $400,000 for 
the state. 


The government's Center for Dis- 


ease Control will hold a meeting Fri- 
day for state health officers and state 
medical society representatives in At- 
lanta, Ga, to discuss such problems 
as those raised by New Jersey, Coop- 
er said. 


Subcommittee Chairman Daniel J. 


Flood, D-Pa., asked for assurances 
that drug companies won't* take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to enrich 
corporate coffers. "You can see the 


potential for a ripoff here, the way 
you are dramatizing it," said Flood. 


It was the administration's first tes- 


timony on behalf of Ford's request 
last week for nationwide immuniza- 
tion against a possible swine iirflmaiyji 
virus similar to the one implicated in 
a worldwide outbreak in 1918-1919. 


Cooper said the program calls for 


full participation of private medicine, 
voluntary organizations, all levels of 
government and virtually every citi- 
zen in the country. 


Debt collector tells of cruel tricks 


WASHINGTON (UN)'- A witness 


disguised'in a ski mask'told Congress 
Tuesday some debt collection 
agencies -use physical' threats and 
cruel trickery to force payment of 
bills. 


The mystery witness at a House 


hearing said he had been a profes- 
sional debt collector himself and re- 
counted hair-raising anecdotes of his 
techniques, including the time he 
asked a woman by telephone what her 
shoe size was. 


When she responded, he told her: 


"We're going to deliver'you a pair of 
cement shoes your size." 


Another time, he said, he drew an- 


other woman out of her home by im- 
personating a police officer and phon- 
ing to say her'son bad lost both legs 
in an auto accident. The woman, in 
tears, walked into the trap at the hos- 
pital door. 


"She thanked us that her son was 


still aMve and paid the debt," he said. 


Saying he feared retaliation from 


former associates in these collection 
capers, the heavyset witness ap- 
peared disguised in a maroon ski 
mask, sunglasses, an aquamarine suit 
and tie, a glittering p'inky ring and a 
pseudonym — "James Clark." 


"Clark'' said he had served as both 


employe and manager of collection 
agencies in a city he declined to iden- 
tify. 


He testified before a House Banking 


subcommittee which is considering 
legislation that would bring the debt 
collection Industry under federal regu- 
lation and provide fines and jail terms 
for illegal collection activities. 


Subcommittee Chairman Frank An- 


nunzio, D-DL, said bad debts totaled 
$3 billion nationally last year, making 
collection a major industry in need of 
federal regulation. 
-. 


But Rep. Chalmers Wylie, R-Ohio, 


said independent agencies handle only 
about 1 per cent of debt collections, 
with the rest managed by banks or 
"in-house" collectors. 


He said some regulation might be 


needed, but, "if we act on the basis of 
over-dramatization we run the risk of 
passing bad legislation." 


In his testimony, "Clark" said he 


collected debts ranging from large in- 
dustrial accounts to record and book 
club bills which dometimes did not 
qualify as legal debts. 


He said that threats of violence 


were never actually carried out. 


He said other pressure techniques 


i n c l u d e d "beating" debtors psy- 
chologiclly by phoning them every 
five minutes through the day and tell- 
ing terminally ill persons their heirs 
"would go through hell if they didn't 


, pay us in full."

Ben Trapanl of Mount Prospect, 


general contractor, told the township 
board of auditors Tuesday that ex- 
cavating needed to be done "as soon 
as possible before the rainy season 
starts."

"target date" for -occupancy despite 
some delays caused by adding an 
elevator to plans for the two-story 
building. 


AN ELEVATOR for handicapped 


persons is required in all public build- 
ings financed with federal funds, ac- 
cording to an Illinois law passed last 
October. The $650,000 town hall is to 
be financed through federal revenue- 
sharing funds and $140,000 from the 
sale of the present town hall at 1818 
E. Northwest Hwy. 


Trapanl said "seven or eight" sub- 


contractors may be forced to adjust 
their winning low bids to reflect 
added material and labor costs 
prompted by the elevator. Those 
added costs from bidders for the elec- 
trical, dry wall, concrete, carpentry, 
steel and painting contracts may total 
from $5,000 to $10,000, Trapani said. 


The elevator will cost between $16,000 
and $20,000, he said. 


He plans to discuss the elevator's 


impact with each subcontractor and 
''try to persuade them" to keep their 
bids as submitted or as low as pos- 
sible. Township attorney Dick Cowen 
said some contracts may have to be 
reopened to general bidding if the ad- 
ditional material and work prompted 
by the elevator represents "a substan- 
tial change" in the amount of the con- 
tract. 


Trapani said he would bring revised 


contract estimates to the board at its 
April 20 meeting. 


"This (the elevator) will create a 


little hassle," Trapani said. "It will 
take more coordinating but it won't be 
a major problem."' 


THE ENTIRE building will lose 


from 75 to 80 square feet of space be- 
cause of the elevator, said Jim Ray, 
the building's architect. Each of the 
three agencies to be housed on the 
second floor will lose from 12 to 30 
square feet. The first-floor conference 
room will lose about 30 square feet, 
the kitchen will be slightly smaller 
and there will be a little less storage 
space in the basement, Ray said. 


In addition to the elevator, the 


building will have two stairways. The 
building also will have a pay phone 
within easy reach of a person in a 
wheelchair.

Villege Mgr. Anton H. Harwig said 


there is a problem with the number of 
sirens in the area. He said there is no 
coordination between.villages when si- 
rens are sounded. Consequently, Ar- 


lington Heights may sound a warning 
which can be heard by Palatine resi- 
dents, causing a flood of phone calls 
to local police if Palatine does not 
also sound its siren. 


Harwig said what is needed is bet- 


ter coordination between villages 
rather than more sirens in the area. 


OFFICIALS ALSO AGREED the 


village should do-more to inform resi- 
dents what the meaning is of each si- 
ren blast. Village Pres. Wendell E. 
Jones said residents often complain 
that they do not know what the siren 
blasts mean. 


A sustained blast signifies a tornado 


warning. A wailing tone is a warning 
for residents to take emergency cov- 
er. The tornado siren is sounded only 
when the National Weather Service is- 
sues a warning or if a tornado is re- 
ported in the area The emergency 
cover signal is sounded only for an air 
raid and can be set off only through 
authorization from federal officials.

„ There 'are two high schools at 502 
. W. Euclid Ave. In Arlington Heights. 


Arlington High School has been 


around since the creation of High 
School Dist..214 but Pocket School 
was formed just last fall, when.it set 
up shop in Room 223 in the Arlington 
building. 


Pocket School is an alternative edu- 


cation program designed to meet the 
individual needs of students. The stu- 
dents study: independently in a variety 
of, activities developed in cooperation 
with one of the program's advisors. 


A TOTAL OF 25 juniors and 'seniors 


are enrolled in Pocket School this 
semester. One who is interested in law 
is taking a law course at Harper Col- 
lege and working for a district attor- 
ney in Chicago. Another students is 
developing his interest in music by 
taking lessons in bass guitar at the 


> Chicago Conservatory of Music. 


Other students are working in child 


care, aiding in physical therapy at a 
nursing home, working in restaurant 
management at a .local hotel and tak- 
ing professional dancing lessons. 


Students earn high school credit for 


all of these activities through a con- 
tract written between the student and 
his advisor. The student does, not re- 
ceive a letter grade, except upon 
request, but is given a personal eval- 
uation of his performance by his advi- 
sor, teachers and work supervisors. 


Students who disagree with the 


evaluation may write a rebuttal, and 
..the entire document becomes part of 
the student's high school transcript. 


ONE SEMESTER'S credit is re- 


ceived for completing 100 hours of 


work. Each student is required to 
earn the, equivalent of four credits per 
year plus physical education. . 


STUDENTS MAY take one course 


per semester in the regular school pro 
gram and are responsible for earning 
credits in all courses, which are re- 
quired for graduation from Arlington 
High School. 


Students benefit from Pocket School 


by developing self direction in setting 
their own goals, evaluating them- 
selves,' establishing values and reach- 
ing a balance between the freedom to ' 
learn as they Choose and the responsi- 
bility for receiving a good education. 


The Pocket-School gives students "a 


chance to try out a vocational interest 
before investing in four or eight years 
of college," said Maurice Webster, ad- 
visor and program director. For some 
it confirms those career interests and 
for others it opens up "serious 
'doubts," Webster said. 


CINDY COX attended a lecture 


class at Harper as part of Pocket 
School "I went there just to see what 
college was like," she said. 


Cindy had an interest in accounting, 


but discarded the subject after her in- 
vestigation of the field. Pocket School 
has helped her in "finding out what I 
want to do after high school," she 
said, and it "helped me with personal 
growth." 


Last semester in .Pocket .School, 


Cindy worked as a ticket clerk at 
O'Hare International Airport for East- 
ern Airlines. She now thinks she will 
enter some facet of the airline busi- 
ness after graduation. • 


Pocket School also develops a rap- 


port 'between - student and teacher. 


"The student comes out in the teach- 
er's mind as a human being," said 
Webster. "I know more about the kids 
in this program than in the regular 
program." 


, The students also agree they benefit 
more from a teacher's knowledge and 
direction when they work with him oh 
a one-to-one basis..1 
> 


THE POCKET SCHOOL is a more 


humanistic approach to education, 
giving-a student the opportunity 'to ex- 
pand individual interests which fit his 
personality.

"What is education?" Webster 


asked. "Is it processing ah .individual 
for a mass market?" he asked, or is 
its purpose "to. fulfill'a* person as a 
human being?" 


If the second philosophy is more ac- 


curate, then a student may not get the 
full benefit from a departmentalized 
school program, he said. To "frag- 
ment" a student into separate periods 
and subjects -per day can be "de- 
humanizing," Webster said.

Group seeks signatures 
to force ethics reforms 


Members of the Coalition for Politi- 


cal Honesty will try to gather 50,000 
signatures from throughout the state 
Saturday on a petition to put proposed 
Constitutional amendments on govern- 
ment ethics on the November ballot. 


Patrick Quinn, secretary-treasurer 


of the coalition, said-volunteers will 
be gathering signatures in the North- 
west suburbs at local shopping cen- 
ters and other areas where people 
gather. 


"People who have been wanting to 


sip the petitions should be able to do 
so by going about their normal activi- 
ties," Quinn said. 


The coalition has 275,000 of the 


375,000 signatures it needs by May 1 
to put the proposed amendments on 
the ballot. The amendments would 
stop legislators from drawing their 
annual salaries in advance, outlaw 
"double dipping" —. the practice of 
holding two governmental jobs simul- 
taneously — and strengthen prohibi- 
tions against conflict of Interest. 


Short judicial ballot asked 


A Republican candidate for Cook 


County Circuit Court judge has pro- 
posed that county judges be elected 
from districts in the city and the sub- 
urbs to avoid the long judicial ballots 
voters faced in the March 16 primary. 


James J. Heyda, one of 15 Republi- 


can candidates for newly created cir- 
cuit court judgships, said judges could 
be elected from the same districts as 
state senators or from 
specially 


created judicial election districts. 


In addition, Heyda said the election 


should be changed to a nonpartisan 
one in which candidates run without 
party labels. The result, he said, 
would be to shorten the judicial bal- 
lots and reduce partisan influence in 
the elections while maintaining an 
elected judiciary which is accountable 
to the voters. 


5 Carter delegates elected

Johnston 
defeated Schaumburg Township Com- 
mitteeman John Morrissey, 6,230 to 
5,742 votes. 


League backs gun control 


The Illinois League of Women Vot- 


ers has called for legislation to ban 
the manufacture, sale and importa- 
tion of handguns and for regulation of 
the sale of ammunition. 


Political briefs 


Donna Schiller, president of the 


state league, said the league will sup- 
port both federal and state legislation 
restricting handguns. The position 
was reached after a six-month study 
by 8,500 league members throughout 
the state. 


Hatch Act changes asked 


U. S. Rep. Edward Derwinski, 


R-4th, has attacked proposed legisla- 
tion to remove Hatch Act restrictions 
from all federal employes except 
those working for the CIA, Internal 
Revenue Service and Justice Dept. 


Derwinski said he will lead a floor 


fight against the legislation, which is 
now in the form of a House-Senate 
conference report. He said the confer- 
ence report has transformed a "pat- 
ently mischievous piece of legislation 
into a monumental monstrosity." 


The Hatch Act prohibits federal em- 


ployes from taking active part in par- 
tisan political activity. The proposed 
legislation would allow voluntary po- 
litical activity on the part of federal 
civil servants. 


Derwinski said he opposes the 


change because "there is no conceiv- 
able way of preserving an impartial 
federal service if it is to be ravaged 
at will by vitually unrestricted parti- 
san political activity."

Board invited criticism 


of actions in Dist. 62 .. 


The Des Plaines Dist. 62 


Board of Education is under fire 
from parents and teachers over 
1700,000 in budget cuts, and we 
believe the board has invited the 
criticism it is receiving. 


More than 500 parents and 


teachers packed the March 15 
board meeting to question why 
the board was firing 20 ele- 
mentary school teachers and all 
district nurses. The board had 
approved the cuts two weeks be- 
fore, and the crowd came out to 
protest before the board imple- 
mented the decision by laying 
off all first- and second-year 
teachers and the four nurses. 


But despite an unprecedented 


turnout of citizens and the con- 
troversy evoked by the cut- 
backs, the board chose to adhere 
strictly to its meeting agenda, 
refusing to allow parents to 
speak until well after the vote 
was taken and the staff mem- 
bers released. 


The only opinion the board 


heard before its vote came from 
a representative of the teachers 
union — and that only after ad- 
vance approval was given by 
board and administration to al- 
low the statement to be read 
early in the evening. 


While other districts in the 


area are soliciting opinions from 
teachers and parents through 
questionnaires, public hearings 
and committee meetings, Dist. 
62 continued in its well-known 


pattern of seeking only the ad- 
vice of the administration and 
acting at once. 


Parents, understandably, re- 


acted strongly to being ignored 
by their elected representatives. 
As a result, a petition drive is 
now under way in an attempt to 
influence the board to recon- 
sider the cuts and hear out the 
people. The petitions will be pre- 
sented to the board at its April 5 
meeting. 


Dist. 62 board members now 


face an important choice. They 
can allow the people to speak — 
regardless of whether it upsets 
Roberts Rules of Order. Or they 
can continue their tradition and 
hope everyone will just go away. 


We w^ll not debate whether the 


cuts are justified. But we will 
defend the right of the people to 
voice their concerns. And we 
maintain it is the responsibility 
of the board to listen. 


... and in District 23 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 ap- 


pears to be heading in the same 
direction as Dist. 62 in its budget 
talks for the 1976-77 school year. 


The Dist. 23 board in the last 


few weeks has hinted at an up- 
coming deficit, teacher lay-offs 
and other budget cutbacks but 
has been unwilling to make pub- 
lic any details. 


Last week the board called a 


special meeting to discuss budg- 
et reductions, and about 40 
teachers and administrators at- 
tended .to see what was happen- 
ing. 


The meeting, however, was 


a d j o u r n e d without any dis- 
cussion of cutbacks. It was only 
after several,, questions from a 
teacher that Board Pres. Melvin 
Lace conceded reductions would 


be considered at the April 5 
meeting. 


Lace also said information on 


the proposed cuts would not be 
available to the public until the 
board meeting. He previously 
stated cuts would have to be 
made but refused to specify 
what would be considered or 
how large a deficit was being 
projected. 


We understand that budget cut- 


backs are sensitive and often 
controversial decisions. Yet that 
is all the more reason for a 
board to be open, to lay out the 
facts and the pros and cons of 
each of the options it has. 


The final decision rests with 


the school board. But we believe 
it is important that on the way to 
that decision the board listen to 
the people who care the most.

Scholastic Aptitude score average 
of the Stevenson students. I would like 
to invite these people to take these 
tests AS well as the I.Q. tests given 
our students. Then, they could do 
their own correlation study between 
innate ability and S.A.T. scores. For 
those who recently read that Steven- 
son's S.A.T.'s are below national aver- 
ages and that Stevenson only tests the 
upper quarter who attend private 
schoojs, here are the results of the 
1975 graduation class: 114 students in 
a class of 248 took the S.A.T. The 
grade point average for these ranged 
from a D to an A. Their average ver- 
bal reasoning score was 437, and their 
average math reasoning score was 
500. The national S.A.T. average is 368 
verbal reasoning and 402 for math 
reasoning. The national A.C.T. aver-, 
age is 18.7 and Stevenson's 1975 class-

Presidential bids clearer 
The primaries are working 


by ARNOLD SAWISLAK 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gloomy 


predictions to the contrary, the presi- 
dential primaries appear to be doing 
their work in 1976. 


After six primaries between Feb. 24 


and March 23, both Republican and 
Democratic presidential nomination 
pictures have been substantially clari- 
fied. With only three primaries in the 
next four weeks, the candidate casu- 
alty rate may not be as high as in the 
last month, but the scene should be 
set for the final rush of 22 tests in the 
seven weeks ending June 8. 


Consider the situation on Feb. 24. A 


lot of political experts were sure Ron- 
ald Reagan would beat President 
Ford in New Hampshire, or if not 
there, in Florida. That was supposed 
to drive Ford out of the race and 
throw the Republican nomination into 
a chaotic stampede. 


About as many pundits expected the 


dozen Democrats seeking nomination 
to so split the vote in New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Vermont, Flor- 
ida, Illinois and North Carolina that 
there would be no logical frontrunner. 


W i t h a p o l o g i e s for para- 


phrasing Howard Cosell, none of those 
expectations eventuated. 


What happened was that Ford beat 


Reagan in five out of the first six Re- 
publican primaries and demonstrated 
that when a Michigan congressman 
becomes President, he is more than a 
lucky small-time politician who will 
fold under the pressure of presiden- 
tial-level campaigning. 


For his part, Regan demonstrated 


that there is a sizable Republican vote 
for his version of the conservative po- 
litical credo and that Ford is going to 
have to work to win the nomination 
next August in Kansas City. 


What that means is that the initial 


Republican primaries have produced 
a contest and there is no reason to 


believe the remaining contests will 
not resolve it. 


The same, in spades, is true on the 


Democratic side. Instead of having a 
dozen or more candidates running in 
a pack, the first six primaries have 
knocked out three major contenders, 
reduced a fourth to the status of pro- 
test candidate and left a trio of Demo- 
crats in reasonable shape to go all the 
way to the national convention in July 
at Madison Square Garden. 


The three are former Gov. Jimmy 


Carter of Georgia, the surprise in this 
year's political stew; 
Sen. Henry 


Jackson of Washington, the rfght-to- 
middle road candidate of the party's 
pre-1972 establishment;^ and 
Rep. 


Morris Udall of Arizona, the only New 
Politics Democratic liberal who has 
shown any strength in the, first run of 
primaries. 


There is no guarantee that any of 


these candidates will win the Demo- 
cratic nomination, but ii seems much 
more possible now than-it did in Feb- 
ruary. Carter has had moist of the lau- 


rels to date, but if Jackson wins big in 
New York and Udall comes through in 
Wisconsin, both on April 6, the stage 
will be set for an all-out delegate- 
grabbing contest in the remaining pri- 
maries and state conventions. 


Where does that leave late starters 


like Sen Frank Church of Idaho, who 
won't be tested until the May 11 Ne- 
braska primary, or noncontestants 
like Sen. Hubert Humphrey of Min- 
nesota, who is waiting out the pri- 
maries for a deadlock to develop at 
the national convention? 


The answer may be nowhere. 
If the coming primaries perform 


as the past ones have, the three — or 
two — contenders now leading the 
Democratic race may have built 
enough 
momentum and gathered 


enough delegates to shut out the tardy 
and the absent hopefuls. The pri- 
maries and the less publicized state 
caucuses and conventions may very 
well do what they are supposed to — 
choose a presidential candidate for 
November.

"We're watching him closely," she 


said. "The President believes Humph- 
rey will be the nominee." 


She also keeps close watch for arti-

FTC charges monopoly 
of GM car crash parts 


The Federal Trade Commission 


recently issued a complaint against 
General Motors Corp., Detroit, charg- 
ing that the automaker's system of 
distributing crash parts for its cars 
and light trucks in anticompetitive 
and an unfair method of com- 
petition. Crash parts are the auto 
parts most frequently damaged in ac- 
cidents. Fenders, doors, bumpers and 
grilles are among the items. 


The FTC said GM allegedly main- 


tained monopoly power over the dis- 
tribution of crash parts. The- com- 
pany's 1972 sales volume in this mar- 
ket topped $260 million. 


THE COMPLAINT said GM sells 


crash parts exclusively through some 
12,000 franchise dealers. Many of the 
dealers sell wholesale and Install the 
car parts. Because GM sells parts 
only through its dealers, the agency 
said some 30,000 independent body 


shops must purchase parts from the 
dealers at generally higher prices. 


The automaker also refused to sell 


crash parts to its franchise dealers on 
equal terms, the complaint said. Deal- 
ers receive wholesale incentives only 
on the parts which fit the lines of new 
cars they are licensed to sell. 


The results of the GM crash parts 


policy, according to the FTC, include: 
monopoly pricing and inefficient dis- 
tribution; restrained competition in 
parts installation; increased prices 
for consumers and independent com- 
panies; decreased availability 
of 


parts; and lower competition in the 
sale to GM dealers of alternative 
parts. 


The FTC's proposed order would re- 


quire GM to sell crash parts to .all 
auto dealers, independent body shops 
and independent wholesalers at com- 
parable prices and terms.

The Regional Transportation Au- 


thority board has called for modi- 
fication of a proposal to grant $900,000 
to commuter railroads involved in 
purchase of service negotiations. 


Suburban board member Richard 


Newland of Waukegan said the modi- 
fications are needed for either the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. and. 
the Burlington Northern R.R. to agree 
to the grant proposal. 


RTA Chairman Milton Pikarsky last 


week endorsed the grants, saying they 
will "demonstrate RTA's intention to 
continue negotiating hi good faith with 
the commuter railroads until agree- 


• ments are successfully concluded." 


The proposal calls for the railroads 


to be given $300,000 a month for a 
three-month period from April 1 to 
June 30. 


Newland said neither railroad is 


willing to accept Pikarsky's proposed 
condition that the grants .be repaid 
without interest if a purchase of ser- 
vice contract is not reached by July 1. 


"THEY WILL NOT buy that at all," 


Newland said,-noting that repayment 
only should be required if negotiations 
are completely broken off. Board. 
members agreed. 


The Burlington also is taking ex- 


ception to a requirement that it sus- 
pend all pending rate hike appli- 
cations, Newland said. He said rail- 
road officials think this may jeopard- 
ize a court case now pending over 
fare increases. 


Board members said wording of the

Court the proper place 
to get alimony order

sets which we divided and I kept our 
home Which still has a mortgage. I 
returned to work and was employed 
till now. 


Due to reasons of .health, I will not 


be working for at least a year. My ex- 
husband has offered to give me alimo- 
ney. There.was a stipulation in our 
divorce decree, that stated, "The court 
shall reserve the question of alimony 
for either of the parties." 


DO WE HAVE to go through the ex- 


pense of two attorneys plus court 
costs to have the alimony paid to me, 
even though my husband and I have 
reached an agreement on this? We 
are aware that for IRS purposes 
alimony is a deduction for my ex-hus- 
band'but is treated as earned income 
for me. Can we just go ahead and file 
our income tax in this manner without 
the expense of an agreement signed 
by a judge? -

Gravity will cause 
veins to dilate 


Have yon ever seen dilated veins In the head near the temple and 


above the eye (forehead) and below the eye (lower lid)? When I 
bend over this area swells. When I stand up gravity brings the 
blood back to the heart. 


My doctor says this Is abnormal and due to poor circulation, the 


name a» enlarged veins in my legs. I would like your comment and 
advice on this problem. 


At the risk of being facetious I would suggest that you not bend 


over so much. Of course, these veins will stand out if you bend 
over. Blood is a liquid and it tends to run downhill. 


Why don't you do a little experiment? Hold your hand out at the 


level of your stomach and look at the veins fill up over the back of 
the hand, now hold your hand up just above the level of your eyes 
and watch the veins drain out. It is not abnormal for the veins to 
fill in the back of the hand when you hold the hand sufficiently 
lower than the level of the heart. It is not abnormal for the veins in 
your neck and head to stand out if you're going to bend over so that 
your head is lower than your heart. 


Now • you may have some local condition' that concerns your doc- 


tor that I wouldn't be aware of Without seeing your physical fea- 
tures, but I can assure you that all the normal people I have ever 
seen who stood on their head or bent over far enough have their 
veins stand out through the influence of gravity.

You mention fortified milk frequently. Will you please tell me 


what you mean by fortified skim milk? I have been drinking 
powdered milk for many years. Is that okay? 


The dry powdered milk available in the supermarkets is mostly 


nonfat dry milk so I am certain that's what you are using. It will 
not contain any significant amounts of fat or cholesterol. It is suit- 
able for low-fat, low-cholesterol diets. 


Milk which has been fortified, whether you are speaking of low 


fat (2 per cent fat) or skim milk, means that non-fat milk solids 
have been added to it. The-nonfat milk solids basically include the 
protein found in normal milk and calcium and other substances 
except fat. That's why fortified milk contains more calcium and 
more protein than ordinary whole milk does. 


If you use low-fat milk you can estimate that about one-third of 


the calories in that milk comes from fat. When you need to restrict 
the fat in the diet, that is certainly an improvement over whole 
milk since about half of its calories comes from fat. The best way 
to totally avoid fat and cholesterol from milk products though is to . 
use fortified skim milk or the powdered milk which you are using. 


Of course one should get protein from other sources in the diet 


too. It is not a good idea to depend solely on milk for protein. 
That's why your diet should also include a reasonable- amount of 
meat, fish and poultry. These foods plus milk and milk products 
provide the highest quality of protein found in most diets.

Dear Dorothy: For the reader who asked, here is a recipe for 


eggplant casserole made with dressing. Peel and cube one large 
eggplant (it should make about four cups). Cook in boiling, salted 
water for seven minutes. While eggplant is cooking, combine one 
can cream of mushroom soup, one-third cup milk, one egg (slightly 
beaten) and three-fourths cup herbed stuffing mix. Drain eggplant 
and mix with above. 


Place in a baking dish and top with the following mixture: one- 


half cup fine (or crushed) herbed stuffing mix, mixed with two 
tablespoons melted butter and one cup grated sharp Cheddar 
cheese. Bake in 350-degree oven for 20 minutes. It's very 
good.—Virgie H. Ewing. 


Dear Dorothy: Please give me a little advice on how to keep a 


stainless steel sink bright, clean and shiny.—Dorothy Ann Haley 


Rub gently with a very mild cleanser or one of the stainless 


cleaners and, after it is clean, wipe gently with either mineral oil 
or rubbing alcohol. The sink here is stainless, and I use pumice 
soap to clean it and make it a point to go over it with a sponge 
barely dampened with rubbing alcohol. It is dry immediately — 
and sparkling. 


Dear Dorothy: I have a sports coat (nonwashable polyester) with 


• soiled collar. There isn't a spot on the rest of the coat. Can I 
clean it at home?—V. Forester 


If it's fairly new and the stain hasn't been on long, you could get 


away with spraying a chalky cleaner on it, then brushing it off. 
However, if the soil has been on for some time, the spray could 
oxidize the stain and make it permanent. If it's a good garment, far 
better to take it to a cleaner who can prespot the collar and clean 
the whole thing. Why take chances with a good jacket?

Divorcing persons often get blues 


Many persons going through divorce 


proceedings show symptons of,de- 
pression and should seek treatment 
before making decisions affecting the 
breakup of their marriages, a psy- 
chiatrist says. 


Dr. James B. Smith, a faculty- 


member at tha,Washington University 
School of Medicine, St. Louis, said it 
is difficult to determine whether the 
divorce causes the depression or de- 
pression prompts persons to seek di- 


vorce. 


( What is clear, Smith said, is that 
men and women embroiled in a di- 
vorce suit are often confused, fatigued 
and discouraged. They must be han- 
dled with care by the persons they 
seek out for advice, he said. 


USING NAMES, from the divorce 


(locket in St. Louis County, Smith and 
Dr. C. William Briscoe interviewed 
139 persons. They found that 75 per 
cent of the women and 67 per cent of

The interviews revealed past feel- 


ings of despondency and self-pity, 
problems with sleeping and eating, a 
tendency to blame others for feelings 
of depression and even death wishes 
— all commonly accepted signs of 
depression. 


Smith said these are not just nor- 


mal feelings of being down in the 
dumps. They are more serious than 
every-day blues and should be 
treated. 


"Our feeling is that these people of- 


ten have depression, but it's never 
really recognized," he^-said. "They 
feel bad, but their feelings are not 
diagnosed as depression, and they're 
not referred for treatment." 


SMITH SAID research showed that 


depression more generally is found in 
broken marriages of longer duration, 
and that in those cases, adultery was 
likely to be one of the grounds for di- 
vorce. 


The study also indicated women 


more often had their depression at the 
time of separation, while men were 
more often depressed at the time of 
the divorce. 


Smith said the reasons behind these

findings are elusive, just as the 
causes for depression in general often 
are hard to determine. 


"There is a lot of controversy on 


whether depression is a reaction to a 
specific event or a series of events," _ 
he said.

IN THE CASE OF divorce, it is not 


clear whether the depression is a re- 
sponse to the trauma of the marriage 
breaking up or the result of a long 
history of marital turmoil. 


"We feel that regardless of the spe- 


cifics cause, the significant thing is to 
see that the depression is treated, so 
the individual can make a proper de- 
cision,'" Smith said. "A frequent 
symptom of depression is that judg- 
ments or decisions are difficult to 
make." 


Those giving professional advice 


also should be aware of the problem, 
he said. 


"We elided up feeling that whoever 


it is who deals with people at the time 
of divorce — lawyers, psychiatrists, 
clergymen or counselors — should be 
tuned in to the fact that there is a 
good chance there is an emotional ill- 
ness present, and it should be 
treated," Smith said.

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Greatest golfer ever? Patty Berg had super game 


The greatest golfer who ever lived was not necessarily named 


Ben or Jack or Sam or Arnold. It might just have been Pat. 


The greatest golfer who ever lived might have come from, of all 


places, Minneapolis, and not Texas, Florida, San Diego, Latrobe or 
Columbus. 


The greatest golfer who ever lived might not even be blond or 


Mormon — in fact, might be freckle-faced and redheaded and had 
pigtails as a kid. 


I talked the other day to this player, who was In the all-time top 


10 of the game and, as a kid, was all time things, freckle-faced, 
redheaded, fast afoot, and aggressive as Dempsey. The Green Bay 
Packers lost a great safetyman the day Patty Jane Berg found out 
she wasn't a boy. 


It was about age 15 that that calamity befell Patricia Jane Berg. 


Up till then, she just thought she had longer hair than most of the 
other fellows. They say that, to get Patty to play golf, you first had 
to be able to climb a tree, or run the 100 or take the catcher's mask 
off her. 


The 50th St. Tigers were never the same after Patty took up golf 


and Bud Wilkinson went into coaching. Patty was the greatest 
quarterback the Tigers ever had when they were the scourge of the 
sandlots of St. Paul and Minneapolis. She was also the greatest 
fullback. She was so good, Wilkinson, later a great college end, had 
to play down lineman on her team. 


Patty Berg won more tournaments, 80, than Ben Hogan, Arnold 


Palmer or Jack Nicklaus. She once paired with the great Babe 
Zaharias to rout a British (men's) Walker Cup team humlliatingly. 
She was probably the greatest fairway wood player, man, woman

or boy, ever to pull a spoon out of a bag and rifle it to a pin. 


Sartorially, she was a cross between Tugboat Annie and Queen 


Victoria. Patty almost always strode a golf course in sensible 
shoes, high-neck blouse, floppy fedora (to protect her freckled skin) 
and ankle-length wool skirts. She looked as if she were bundled up 
against the Klondike even in Florida in summer. 


Her duels with Babe Didrikson Zaharias were golf's finest hours. 


These two incomparable strikers of the ball frequently went head- 
to-head for 37 to 42 holes on some matches. Babe would frequently 
land on a fairway, turn to her followers, and say. 


"What's Patty doing?" And, if Patty, as usual, was doing well. 


Babe would take out one club more than she planned and go for the 
pin instead of just the green. No Hogan-Snead, Palmer-Nicklaus — 
or even Dempsey-Firpo — match was more exciting. 


It was Patty Berg, along with Babe Zaharias and Fred Corcoran, 


who formed and was the first president of the Ladies PGA when it 
was founded in a hotel in Miami Beach in 1948. She was its first 
Open champion.

A former head football and assistant basketball coach at Pros- 


pect High School has been named to head the Northern Illinois 
University basketball program. 


John McDougal, 62, who guided his Aurora West basketball team 


to the Class AA title game this year, will succeed Emory Luck as 
head coach of the NIU Huskies. 


McDougal, a graduate of the University of Evansville, Ind., is a 


veteran of 26 years in high school coaching. 


Prior to taking over at Aurora West in 1965, he spent one year at 


Prospect. He also coached at Carmi High School in southeast Illi- 
nois for 10 years, coaching a variety of sports, and began his coach- 
ing career at Palestine in eastern Illinois after his graduation from 
Evansville in 1950. 


McDougal's appointment must yet be confirmed by the NIU 


Board of Regents. 


McDougal has been head basketball coach at Aurora West since 


1965 and athletic director since 1972. His Blackhawks lost the state 
Class AA championship by one point to Morgan Park this year. 


In 11 years at Aurora West, McDougal led the Blackhawks to four

Planet Pluto always bitterly cold 


Andy sends the Encyclopedia Brit- 


mtnlcu's Yciirbook of Science and the 
r-iiturc to Snnimy Williams, 12, of 
Charlotte. N.C., for his question: 
HOW COLD IS PLUTO? 


In Roman mythology, Pluto is the 


god of the underworld, a dark, cold 
tegion reserved for the dead. Pluto, 
the most recently discovered planet in 
our solar system, is named after this 
god. Perhaps those who were respon- 
sible for naming Pluto reasoned that 
the Roman god would be quite at 
Imme there, as Pluto the planet is 
thought to be very cold. 


Our solar system is made up of the 


bright warming sun and all the bodies 
that travel around it. Besides our own 
planet earth, there are eight other 
planets. Mercury. Venus, Mars and 
Pluto are smaller than earth, while 
Saturn, Jupiter, Uranus and Neptune 
arr much larger. 


Pluto is a long way from us earth- 


lings, and the farthest planet from the 
sun Perhaps this explains why Pluto 
is so cold — around 360 degrees below 
zero. When you consider that the 
earth's lowest temperature is record- 
ed at 129 9 below zero, you can readily 
appreciate how cold this is. 


Pluto and earth have very little in

common Pluto's diameter is less than 
half that of the earth, and its very 
cold environment certainly would not 
support life as we know it. Compared 
to the 365 days our planet needs to 
orbit the sun, Pluto takes a whopping 
348 years. And to make one complete 
rotation on its axis, Pluto needs about 
six earth-days. Although our planet 
has an atmosphere and a moon, Pluto 
has neither, as far as scientists can 
tell. 


•Since the discovery of Pluto in 1930 


by C. W. Tombaugh at Lowell Obser- 
vatory in Arizona, there has been 
much speculation about the origin and 
composition of the planet. Some as- 
tronomers believe it once was part of 
the planet Neptune, and that long ago 
something caused its mass to break 
away from Neptune and form an orbit 
of its own. In fact, Pluto's orbit at one 
point crosses within that of Neptune, 
but the two planets are in no danger 
ot colliding. 


To see Pluto, you need to look 


through a large telescope. Pluto's ex- 
istence was suspected long before it 
was actually confirmed. Dr. Peroival 
Lowell, founder and director of the 
Iflwell Observatory, first calculated 
the possibility of a planet somewhere 


in the heavens where Pluto eventually 
was discovered. He searched many 
years, but unfortunately he died be- 
fore Pluto was actually discovered. 


If you left today in a space ship 


traveling 15,000 miles per hour, you 
would arrive on Pluto's chilly landing 
pad in about 20 years, When closest to 
the earth, Pluto is still about 2.7 bil- 
lion miles from us. Considering this 
great distance, it's little wonder that 
remote Pluto has kept most of its se- 
crets, even in this modern Space Age.

Tungsten is a hard, super-heavy, 


whitish-gray metal used in numerous 
things, many of which you have seen 
or used. In its pure form, this element 
is the.champ for having the highest 
melting point of any metal — 6,100 
degrees Fahrenheit. Although very 
brittle, it can be drawn into a fine 
wire. Both these qualities make tung- 
sten ideal as a filament in light bulbs 
and cathodes in electron tubes. Surgi- 
cal stitching materials and cross hairs 
in telescopes also contain this unique 
metal.

8 city workers

Eight Des Plaines public works em- 


ployes suspended last December for 
refusing to work on garbage trucks 


Arafat threatens 
U.S.: we'll sink 
the Sixth Fleet 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Rival 


Palestinian leaders jointly warned 
Tuesday that should the American 
Sixth Fleet intervene in Lebanon it 
would be sunk as it was "sunk in Viet- 
nam." They also warned against Syr- 
ian intervention. 


However, Lebanese Socialists re- 


jected a final cease-fire appeal aimed 
at averting a Syrian invasion. 


Yasser Arafat, head of the Pales- 


tine Liberation Organization, em- 
b r a c e d rival Palestinian leader 
George Habash and rebel Moslem 
army leader Ahmed Khatib and the 
three chanted, "unity, unity, unity." 


"America says its. fleet can arrive 


on these shores within 24 hours," Ara- 
fat told a surprise news conference. 
"But I say we are now within range 
of Sixth Fleet artillery." 


"But they are welcome and we will 


sink them in Lebanon as they were 
sunk in Vietnam." 


In Washington, the Pentagon said 


the U.S. naval force patroling the 
eastern Mediterranean about 24 hours 
sail off the coast of Lebanon had not 
been put on any unusual alert status. 


If necessary the naval force could 


be called upon to rescue the more 
than 1,000 U.S. citizens still in Leba- 
non. 


The seven-ship force consists of the 


assault helicopter carrier Guadalcan- 
al, with a Marine detachment aboard; 
a conventional destroyer, a guided 
missile destroyer, and four support 
ships. 


Arafat warned against intervention 


in Lebanon by anyone. 


"All conspiracies will be broken on 


the rock of Palestinian-Lebanese un- 
ity." he said. 


"These conspiracies are being 


smashed on the rock of the blood 
which is now being shed in (Christian 
strongholds of} Zghorta, Antourah and 
Kahhaleh," Arafat added. 


As Arafat spoke, the Christian Pha- 


langist radio reported that Israel was 
massing troops and armor -along the 
Lebanese border and had set up 
checkpoints inside Lebanese territory. 


No confirmation was available, but 


witnesses in the area said that Israeli 
reconnaissance planes were active 
there.

have asked that their grievance 
against the city be put to arbitration. 


John Burpo, attorney for the local 


chapter of the Assn. of Independent 
Municipal Employes, said the union 
requested arbitration following the 
ejection of their grievance by Mayor 
Herbert H. Behrel. 


The arbitration, which he said 


would not be binding, is provided for 
in the union's contract with the city. 


CITY ATTY. Charles Hug said the 


city will attempt to obtain an arbi- 
trator from the American Arbitration 
Assn. to resolve the dispute. 


"At some time in the future we'll 


set up a meeting with the arbitrator 
so he can hear both sides of the con- 
troversy," Hug said. "Right now I'm 
not sure when the meeting will be." 


The employes, all members of the 


street department, were suspended 
for five days without pay Dec. 26 after 
they refused to subsitute for absent 
sanitation employes. The grievance 
asks the suspension be rescinded and 
that they be granted full back pay! 


In the grievance, the employes con- 


tend that Joseph Schwab, commis- 
sioner of public works, should have 
followed the past practice of asking 
for volunteers to work on the garbage 
trucks. 


THE EMPLOYES also said they 


were not adequately dressed to work 
on the garbage trucks, and that they 
should not have been ordered to work 
because no emergency existed. 


Behrel said he rejected the griev- 


ance because the city has the right to 
assign public works employes to any 
job in the department. 


"The day the city allows the em- 


ployes to tell it what to do, the city 
will go down the drain," Behrel said. 
"We're going to fight this grievance 
every step of the way." 


He said the city was justified in as- 


signing the employes to the garbage 
trucks because there was more trash 
to pick up because employes were off 
Christmas. 


HE SAID HE believes the argument 


about the clothing is invalid because 
all public works employes wear the 
same uniform, adding that the tem- 
perature the day in question was 
above freezing. 


The employes suspended included 


Robert Olsen, second vice president of 
the public works union. The other sus- 
pended employes were Raymond Poz- 
dol, William O'Connell, James Jensen, 
Richard Kwayzer, Richard Wielgus, 
Arthur Kozllnka and Thomas Strissel. 


Schwab said he considered seeking 


the dismissal of the employes, but de- 
cided only tosuspend them after meet- 
ing with other officials. .Behrel said 
similar actions by employes in the fu- 
ture will result in more suspensions.

Intracity bus ridership dips 12.8%

Ridership on the four intracity bus 


routes in Des Plaines declined 12.8 
per cent in February, according to 
statistics released by the Regional 
Transportation Authority. 


The system; which was expanded 


last Dec. 1,'consists of a south route 
(30), north route (31), west route. (32) 
and southwest route (33). The service 
is funded by the RTA and operated by 
the North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 
trict. 


Statistics show ridership on the four 


routes declined from 4,824 riders in 
January to 4,204 in February. Rider- 
ship in December was 4,643. 


THE NUMBER OF RIDERS on the 


south route declined from 1,831 in 
January to 1,578, while ridership on 
the north route decreased from 620 to 
583. 


R i d e r s h i p on the west route 


.dwindled from 1,680 in January to 
1,399 in February, with the numbers 
decreasing from 693 to 644 on the 
southwest route during the same peri- 
od. 
, 


Joseph DiJohn, executive 'director 


of NORTRAN, said he is disappointed 
in the ridership on the intra-city sys- 
tem, but said part of the decline in 
February may have been because it 
was a short month. 


"Ridership on all of our routes was 


down 7 per cent in February," he 
said. "It was a bad month for us, but 
I can't explain why. 


"We're encouraged by some of our 


routes, but the,Des Plaines locals are 
the disappointing ones," he said. 


DIJOHN SAID THE intracity sys- 


tem is far below the break-even point. 
He said 20 riders an hour, or about 
6,700 a month, would be needed on 
each route to make the system self- 
supporting. 


Aid. George (Men, 2nd, chairman of 


the city's special transportation com- 


mittee, has said the intracity system 
was "a use it or lose it proposition" 
for the city. 


NORTRAN officials are planning to 


make a number of revisions in the in- 
tracity system as well as other routes 
that would be designed to increase ef- 
ficiency and encourage'ridership. 


"What we're planning encompasses 


schedule revisions, changes in some 
of the routes and revising the system 
as a whole," DiJohn said. "There are 
several things we can do to improve 
the routes." 


Some possible changes include •the 


merging of school routes with regular 


routes and eliminating duplications of 
service, he said. 


NORTRAN OFFICIALS will meet 


April 8 with Des Plaines, Park Ridge, 
RTA and area school officials to dis- 
cuss possible changes in NORTRAN 
routes. The meeting will be in the 
Park Ridge City Hall, 505 Park PI., 
starting at 1:30 p.m. 


Two city officials charged recently 


that the RTA has failed to adequately 
promote the bus service, but RTA of- 
ficials said they believe the charges 
are unfounded. 


The intra-city bus system operates 


Monday through Saturday from 6 a.m. 


to 8 p.m. The buses run at 30-minute 
intervals during rush hours and one- 
hour intervals at other times. 


The bus routes begin and end in the 


vicinity of the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. station in downtown Des 
Plaines. The fare is 45 cents and all 
routes are designed to bring bus ser- 
vice to within six blocks of most 
homes in the city. 


The intracity routes may be used to 


m a k e connections with regional 
NORTRAN routes that go to O'Hare 
Airport, the Jefferson Park train sta- 
tion in Chicago and locations through- 
out the North and Northwest suburbs. 


Dist. 62 union urges budget study

The Des Plaines Dist. 62 teachers 


union has asked the school board to 
have "an impartial outside firm or 
person" analyze the district's budget 
to determine the extent of the finan- 
cial problems forecast by the adminis- 
tration. 


The union wants the study to be 


jointly funded by the teachers and 
board. 


"We feel an impartial outside firm 


or person would be in a better position 
to view these matters objectively, and 
determine if staff reductions beyond 
those caused by natural attrition are 
necessary," stated Joan Evans, union 
president, in a letter to the school 
board. "An impartial third party may 
also be able to suggest more effective 
uses of revenues." 


DISTRICT 
TEACHERS 


with the administration's budget pro- 
jections that show a $1.4 million defi- 
cit next year if no cuts were made. A 
surplus from this year of $2.1 million 
would prevent the district from going 


into deficit spending next year, but 
the surplus would be cut to $662,000 by 
July, 1977. 


To prevent future deficit financing, 


the board approved budget cuts total- 
ing $701,884, for next year. The cuts 
include eliminating all nurses and 
guidance counselors and cutting 17 
classroom teachers. 


Tne teachers say the district's fig- 


ures are too pessimistic. "We are con- 
cerned because a comparison of the 
1974-75 budget to the 1974-75 audit in- 
dicates a margin of error of approxi- 
mately 11.93 per cent in revenues and 
approximately a 7.6 per cent margin 
of error in expenditures," said Ms. 
Evans. 


According to the teachers figures, 


the district took in about $877,000 
more than anticipated in 1974-75 and 
spent about $669,000 less than proj- 
ected that year.

It was late one Sunday night in the 


Executive Office Building next to the 
White House when an unusual story 
came over the Associated Press news 
wire. 


A reported quoted Jack Ford, the 


President's son, as saying he had 
smoked marijuana. Melanie Berney 
was in a predicament, As editor of the 
President's daily news summary, It's 
her job to sift through each day's 
headlines for the President's review. 
Should she include the item or not, 
she wondered? Yes, she decided. 


"Luckily I did," recalled Mrs. Ber- 


ney, 1970 graduate of Arlington High 
School recently home for a visit. "The 
President didn't know anything about 
his son's statement until he read the 
summary the next morning." 


It's • long way from the peaceful,

suburban life of.Arington Heights to 
the hectic pace of Washington, D.C,, 
bastion of power and glory, but Me- 
lanie Maloney Berney has made the 
transition. To top it off, at 23, she's 
probably one of the best informed 
people in the country. 


HER JOB, WITH a staff of four, is 


to sift through some 70 newspapers 
from around the country, listen to 
news broadcasts, read magazines, 
check the wire services and then sum- 
marize what's happening every day in 
a 40-page report. The report is deliv- 


ered to the President's bedroom door 
at &;30 every morning, Reading it, 
and skimming through the New York 
Times and Washington Post, are the 
first things Gerald R. Ford does every 
day. 


When he's not in Washington, the 


President gets an abbreviated copy of 
the report by cable wherever he is in 
the world. 


The news summary includes top 


headlines of the day as well as com- 
ment. Ford is big on editorial car- 
toons — the nastier the better, says 


Mrs. Berney — so many of them are 
included. 


The summary also goes to about 140 


top administrators and Presidential 
advisers to give them an idea of what 
may go on that day and what ques- 
tions they may be asked. 


"IT GIVES THEM an idea of what 


the country feels and what the news 
media is saying," said Mrs. Berney. 
"The more editorials included, the 
better the President likes it, Whether 
they have anything to do with changes 
in policy, that I don't know."' 


The daily news summary, under the 


office of Press Sec. Ron Nessen, was 
started in the late 60s when Richard 
Nixon occupied the oval office. 


• While Ford wants as much critical 
news as possible in the summary, 
Mrs. Berney said it wasn't the same 
under Nixon. 


"I've heard rumors that they cen- 


sored the bad news from Nixon," she 
said. "They say he didn't read the pa- 
pers much and got very upset when 
he heard bad news. At one time, and 
this is hearsay, they were putting in 
the baseball scores." 


MORALE HAS improved around the 


White House 100 per cent since Ford 
took over, said Mrs. Berney, who 
started working in Washington in 1973 
as a press aide for U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, (R42th). After'a five-month 
stint in the office of Georgia Con- 
g r e s s m a n Larry McDonald, she 
moved over to the White House press 
'staff last'June. 


"Things are a lot more honest now 


and very above board. Surprisingly so, 
considering politicians," she said. 
"There are some complaints that the 
staff got more pay and more travel

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Burned in fire, he lives 
for return to active duty 


"I'M 
GOING TO TRY to be the best damned'fire- 
recuperating from burns suffered in a blaze at the

90*1$ in lift, Antor, a Hoffman Estates firtman, is intensive care 10 weeks,

Ron Antor suffered first, second, 


and third degree burns on more than 
27 per cent of his body Jan. 17. The 
most severe burns were on his neck, 
arms and legs. The tops of his ears 
were burned off. 


Still, he has one thought on his 


mind: To get out of Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital and continue his ca- 
reer in the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Dept. 


"I'm going to be the best damned 


firefighter there is. And also lead a 
good family life.Those are really the 
only two things I want to do," he 
says, moving his head slowly, min- 
imizing the movement in his blistered 
neck. 


ANTOR AND TWO-comrades were 


fighting a blaze at the Dennis Schro- 
der residence Jan. 17 when they were 
caught in a "backflash": Walls, ceil- 
ing and floor all ignited simulta- 
neously. 


"I don't really remember every- 


thing that happened," he said. "My 
mind has blanked out a few moments 
of what went on. After I came here, 
they said I talked about seeing a 
bright orange glow coining up the 
stairs and across the room. But I 
don't remember it." 


Antor's injuries were not severe 


enough to destroy his career, although 
he'll be assigned to something less 
than battling blazes upon his return to 
the service. 


"I may train to become an arson 


photographer," he says. "I may start 


doing other things, though. I just don't 
know yet. Whatever it is, I'll be there 
a while." 


Last week, Antor underwent skin 


grafts on his burned, legs, where 
flames had literally killed the skin. 


"MY LEGS LOOK like checker- 


boards," he says.

Antor is able to move about in a 


wheelchair this week. He hopes to be 
walking by June 19, bis wedding day. 
But if that ctoesn^ happen, it won't 
deter him." 


"I'm going down the aisle even if. 


it's in a wheelchair," says Antor. 
"But I doubt if that will happen. I 
fully expect to be walking by then." 


Antor's family and fiancee "took it 


pretty good" when he was injured, he 
said. 


"My fiancee (Sue Marie Jurs) stood 


up extremely well," he said, looking 
at her picture posted on the end of his 
bed. "She was a little on the shaky 
side, but she was able to come to 
grips with it." 


RON AND SUE MARIE had talked 


about the possibility of injuries, a fac- 
tor he says helped ease the stock of 
the accident! 


"I've always been of the opinion 


that it takes a special type of woman 
to marry a cop or fireman because of 


the hazards and risks involved. She 
knew them and She was able to cope 
with it," Antor says. 


Sue Marie comes to visit her fiance 


almost every night, but the many vis- 
itors that came to see Antor soon- af- 
ter his accident are gone. 


"People tend to forget," he says. 


"Now I'm just another person recu- 
perating in the hospital. The guys (at 
the fire department) come in to visit 
me regularly, but I don't get many 
visitors other than that." 


Antor spends his time watching tele- 


vision, listening to his fire department 
radio scanning unit ( to keep up with 
the exploits of his colleagues), and is 
currently reading a book, "20,000 
Alarms," about the real life struggles 
of a big-city firefighter. 


Antor, from Elk Grove Village, cele- 


brated his first year with the fire de- 
partment Feb. 3. He expects to be out 
of the hospital within a month. 


"I'll probably change my hair style 


to come down over my ears and just 
forget about them," he said. "All I 
really want to do right now is get 
back on the job." 


For now Antor lies patiently waiting 


in Room 320 behind a sign on his door 
that reads: "If I'm asleep, please 
wake me up."

A Cook County Civil Defense official 


Tuesday cautioned Wheeling officials 
against appointing a full-time village 
employe as director of the Wheeling 
Civil Defense program. 


John Fascia, Civil Defense regional 


coordinator, told village trustees that 
"full-time employes generally don't 
make good Civil Defense directors." 


"A full-time employe makes a good 


director only if he is already dedi- 
cated to Civil Defense. Otherwise, all 
you're doing is burdening somebody 
with a lot of work that he's not inter- 
ested in," he said. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS last month 


suggested appointing a full-time vil- 
lage employe to serve as director of 
the program. Trustees have inter- 
viewed four candidates for the direc- 
tor's position, but Trustee Charles 
Kerr said there is no "applicant the 
board felt we could all support." 


Kerr said he asked Fascia to meet 


with board members 'to give "us some 
good advice and information to help 
us make a decision about the future of 
Civil Defense in Wheeling." Several 
trustees have said the program may 
face dissolution because of a lack of 
qualified leadership. 


Wheeling officials have been seek- 


ing a director for the program .since 
the October resignation of former di- 
rector Robert Buerger. The program 
has lost state and federal accredita- 
tion and the new director would be 
responsible for bringing the organiza- 
tion into compliance with federal 
guidelines. 


Fascia said he warned Buerger sev- 


eral times that Wheeling would lose 
accreditation because* the village dis- 
aster plan "was-very inadequate." 


I TOLD HFM on many occasions 


that if the plan was not brought up to 
snuff, the village would lose accredi- 
tation. He seemed to ignore my warn- 
ing!)." he said. 


If the village Civil Defense program 


regains accreditation. Fascia said 
Wheeling would qualify for federal 
matching grants and surplus stock- 
piles to equip the unit. He said Civil 
Defense pays for the training of all 
Civil Defense personnel. 


In defining the role of a Civil De- 


fense organization, Fascia said, "It is 
nothing more than the local govern- 
ment doing what it normally does un- 
der emergency circumstances." He 
said the mayor is in charge of all op- 
erations with the Civil Defense direc- 
tor acting as a "coordinator of village 
departments in an emergency situ- 
ation." 


Village officials are in the process 


of preparing a disaster plan to regain 
f e d e r a l and state accreditation. 
Wheeling Police Lt. Thomas Conte 
said the plan is 95 per cent complete. 


Fascia said the plan should include 


an organizational chart of the village 
and village departments; a list of all 
Civil Defense personnel and their 
phone numbers; a list of major equip- 
ment and guidelines for "what to do 
in an emergency situation when ev- 
erything is completely in chaos."

Arafat warns 
Sixth Fleet 


ll be sunk 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Rival 


Palestinian leaders jointly warned 
Tuesday that should the American 
Sixth Fleet intervene in Lebanon it 
would be sunk as it was "sunk in Viet- 
nam." They also warned against Syr- 
ian intervention. 


However, Lebanese Socialists re- 


jected a final cease-fire appeal aimed 
at averting a Syrian invasion. 


Yasser Arafat, head of the Pales- 


tine Liberation Organization, em- 
b r a c e d rival Palestinian leader 
George Habash and rebel Moslem 
army leader Ahmed Khatib and the 
three chanted, "unity, unity, unity." 


"America says its fleet can arrive 


on these shores within 24 hours," Ara- 
fat told a surprise news conference. 
"But I say we are now within range 
of Sixth Fleet artillery." 


"But they are welcome and we will 


sink them in Lebanon as they were 
sunk in Vietnam." 


In Washington, the Pentagon said 


the U.S. naval force patroling the 
eastern Mediterranean about 24 hours 
sail off the coast of Lebanon had not 
been put on any unusual alert status. 


If necessary the naval force could 


be called upon to rescue the more 
than 1,000 U.S. citizens still in Leba- 
non. 


The seven-ship force consists of the 


assault helicopter carrier Guadalcan- 
al, with a Marine detachment aboard; 
a conventional destroyer, a guided 
missile destroyer, and four support 
ships. 


Arafat warned against intervention 


, in Lebanon by anyone. 


"All conspiracies will be broken on 


the rock of Palestinian-Lebanese un- 
ity," he said. 


' ' T h e s e conspiracies are being 


smashed on the rock of the blood 
which is now being shed in (Christian 
strongholds of) Zghorta, Antourah and 
Kahhaleh," Arafat added. 


As Arafat spoke, the Christian Pha- 


langist radio reported that Israel was 
massing troops and armor along the 
Lebanese border and had set up 
checkpoints inside Lebanese territory. 


No confirmation was available, but 


witnesses in the area said that Israeli 
reconnaissance planes were active 
there.

9s editor for the President . . . at 23

It was late one Sunday night in the 


Executive Office Building next to the 
White House when an unusual story 
came over the Associated Press news 
wire. 


A reported quoted Jack Ford, the 


President's son, as saying he had 
smoked marijuana. Melanie Bemey 
was In a predicament. As editor of the 
President's daily news summary, it's 
her job to sift through each day's 
headlines for the President's review. 
Should she include the item or not, 
she wondered? Yes, she decided. 


"Luckily I did," recalled Mrs. Ber- 


ney, 1970 graduate of Arlington High 
School recently home for a visit. "The 
President didn't know anything about 
his son's statement until he read the 
summary the next morning." 


It's a kmg way from the peaceful, 


Today 


suburban life of Arington Heights to 
the hectic pace of Washington, D.C., 
bastion of power and glory, but Me- 
lanie Maloney Berney has made the 
transition. To top it off, at 23, she's 
probably one of the best informed 
people in the country. 


HER JOB, WITH a staff of four, is 


to sift through some 70 newspapers 
from around the country, listen to 
news broadcasts, read magazines, 
check the wire services and then sum- 
marize what's, happening every day in 
a 40-page report. The report is deliv- 


ered to the President's bedroom door 
at 5:30 every morning. Reading it, 
and skimming through the New York 
Times and Washington Post, are the 
first things Gerald R. Ford does every 
day. 
i 


When' he's not in Washington, the 


President gets an abbreviated copy of 
the report by cable wherever he is in 
the world. 


The news summary includes top 


headlines of the day as well as com- 
ment., Ford is big on editorial car- 
toons — the nastier the better, says 


Mrs. 
Berney — so many of them are 


included. 


The summary also gobs to about 140 


top administrators and Presidential 
advisers, to give them an idea of what 
may go on that day and what ques- 
tions they'may be asked. 


"IT GIVES THEM an idea of what 


the country feels and what the news 
media'is saying," said Mrs. Berney. 
"The •more editorials included, the 
better the President likes it. Whether 
they have anything to do with changes 
in policy, that.I don't know." 


The daily news summary, under the 


office of Press Sec. Ron Nessen, was 
started in the late 60s when Richard 
.Nixon occupied the oval office. 


While Ford wants as much critical 


news as possible in the summary, 
Mrs. Berney said it wasn't the same 
under Nixon. 
• "I've heard rumors that'they cen- 


sored the bad news from Nixon," she 
said. "They say he didn't read the pa- 
pers much and got- very upset when 
he heard bad news. 'At one time, and 
this is hearsay, they were putting in 
the baseball scores." 


MORALE HAS improved around the 


White House 100 per cent since Ford 
took over, said Mrs. Berney, who 
started working in Washington in 1973 
as a press aide 'for U.S. Rep. Philip* 
Crane, (R-12th). After a five-month 
stint in the office of Georgia Con- , 
g r e s s m a n Larry McDonald, she 
moved over to 'the White House press 
staff last June. 


"Things are a lot more honest now 


and very above board. Surprisingly so, 
considering politicians," she said. 
"There are some'complaints that the 
staff got more pay and more travel

It wouldn't be beneficial for those 
people to vote to join the Wheeling 
Park District if they don't get some 
type of services," he said. 


PHILLIPS SAID acquisition of a 


park site in the area would depend on 
land prices and the "reasonability of 
the property owner we're dealing 
with." 


While the park district already pro- 


vides programs for residents of 
' Gladstone Glen Apartments and 


Quincy Park Quadrominiums at an 
extra charge, Phillips said there will 
be increased programming "if the ref- 
erendum-is successful." 


The park board recently voted to 


conduct a May '4 referendum to annex 
the two complexes to the park dis- 
trict. Gladstone Glen and Quincy 
Park are in the newly-created city of 
Prospect Heights but are not served 
by park district. About 1,500 residents 
are involved. 


The referendum is possible because 


the district acquired two corridors 
across the Lake Run Apartments, 
which separate the two complexes to 
be annexed. Without the corridor, 
Quincy Park,' which has the largest 
tax base of the two, would be isolated 
from the district. 


PHILLIPS SAID residents of both 


Quincy Park and Gladstone Glen have 
expressed interest in annexing to the 
district.

"I'M GOING TO TRY to be the best damned fire- 
•fighter there is," Ron Antor, 21, says of his future 
goals in life. Antor, a Hoffman Estates fireman, is 


recuperating from burns suffered in a blaze at the 
Dennis Schroeder house Jan. 17. He remained in 
intensive care 10 weeks.

Ron Antor suffered first, second, 


and third degree burns on more than 
27 per cent of his body Jan. 17. The 
most severe burns were on his neck, 
arms and legs. The tops of his ears 
were burned off. 


Still, he has one thought on his 


mind: To get out of Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital and continue his ca- 
reer in the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Dept. 


"I'm going to be the best damned 


firefighter there is. And also lead a 
good family life.Those are really the 
only two things I want to do," he 
says, moving his head slowly, min- 
imizing the movement in his blistered 
neck. 


ANTOR AND TWO comrades were 


fighting a blaze at the Dennis Schro- 
der residence Jan. 17 when they were 
caught in a "backflash": Walls, ceil- 
ing and floor all ignited simulta- 
neously. 


"I don't really remember every- 


thing that happened," he said. "My 
mind has blanked out a few moments 
of what went on. After I came here, 
they said I talked about seeing a 
bright orange glow coining up the 
stairs and across the room, But I 
don't remember it." 


Antor's injuries were not severe 


enough to destroy his career, although 
he'll be assigned to something less 
than battling blazes upon his return to 
the service. • 


"I may train to become an arson 


photographer," he says. "I may start 


doing other things,1 though. I just don't 
know yet. Whatever it is, I'll be there 
a while." 


Last week, Antor underwent skin 


grafts on his burned legs, where 
flames had literally killed the skin. 


"MY LEGS LOOK like checker- 


boards," he says. 
\ 


Antor is able to move about in a 


wheelchair this week. He hopes to be 
walking by June 19, his wedding day. 
But if that doesn't happen, it won't 
deter him. 


"I'm going down the aisle even if 


it's hi a wheelchair,",' says Antor. 
"But I doubt if that will happen. I 
fully expect to be walking by then." 


Antor's family and fiancee "took it 


pretty good" when he was injured, he 
said. 


"My fiancee (Sue Marie JUTS) stood 


up extremely well," he said, looking 
at her picture posted on the end of his 
bed. "She was a little on the shaky 
side, but she was able to come to 
grips with it." 


RON AND SUE MARIE had talked 


about the possibility of injuries, a fac- 
tor he says helped ease the stock of 
the accident. 


"I've always been of the opinion 


that it takes a special type of woman 
to marry a cop or fireman because of 


the hazards and risks involved. She 
knew them and she was able to cope 
' with it," Antor says. 


Sue Marie conies to visit her fiance 


almost every night, but the many vis- 
itors that came to see Antor soon af- 
ter his a c c i d e n t are gone. 


"People tend to forget," he says. 


"Now I'm just another person recu- 
perating in the hospital. The guys (at 
the fire department') come in to visit 
me regularly, but I don't get many 
visitors other than that.'* 


Antor spends his tune watching tele- 


vision, listening to his fire department 
radio scanning unit ( to keep up with 
the exploits of his colleagues), and is 
currently reading a book, "20,000 
Alarms," about the real life struggles 
of a big-city firefighter. 


Antor, from Elk Grove Village, cele- 


brated his first year with the fire de- 
partment Feb. 3. He expects to be out 
of the hospital within a month. 


"I'll probably change my hair style 


to come down over my ears and just 
forget about them," he said. "All I 
'really want to do right now is get 
back on the job." 


For now Antor lies patiently waiting 


in Room'320 behind a sign on his door 
that reads: "If I'm asleep, please 
wake me up."

several other board members believe

The resignation triggered shouts 


of protest from high school students 
at the meeting, and the outcry contin- 
ued the next morning with several 
students stating they would actively 
campaign for Buffalo Grove school 
board candidates Edward Smith and 
Conrad Thome to "offset the influence 
that Mrs. Boltz manages to hold." 


"WE'RE ALL upset, but we're go- 


ing to go through the proper chan- 
nels," said Gary Hedrick, a senior at 
Stevenson. "We're going to campaign 
for Smith and Thome in Buffalo 
Grove, and I'll ten you one thing — 
we'll be at'every board meeting from 
now on." 


Many students said they heard 


rumblings of a mass student walkout 
and teacher resignations, but all 
agreed that the students themselves 
were shut out of the board's decision- 
making process. 


"What's going on up there is affect- 


ing the teachers and the kids, and if 
we don't know what's going on, it's 
going to hurt," said Steve Herald, a 
member of the school's Student Rep- 
resentative Organization. 


One student said he wanted to avoid 


making Mrs. Boltz "the wicked witch 
of the West." He added, however, that 
her complaints about the lower than 
national average level of test scores 
at Stevenson have caused "a lot of 
anger here." 


"It's just a bad situation," he said. 


"I think a lot of people think Mrs. 
Boltz holds too much power on the 
board." 


A YOUNG TEACHER observing the 


students' reactions Tuesday said she 
would be "crazy to voice an opinion 
right now," but said she supported the 
way the school board handled Bang- 
er's resignation. 


Mary Francis, president of Steven- 


son's faculty organization, said the 
resignation is "a community issue — 
the people who elect the board have to 
be aware of what's happening " 


"I haven't taken a stand, and,I 


don't expect to," Ms. Francis said. "I 
have a great deal of respect for Mr. 
Banger, but that's as far as I'll go." 


STEVENSON officials called a spe- 


cial meeting Tuesday afternoon of the 
school's approximately 1,200 students, 
and several students said the atmos- 
phere had calmed down since the 
meeting. Calls for a walkout had 
dwindled, but "the concern is still 
there,"said Ira Pinkelberg, a student. 


Ken Sans, a senior at Stevenson, 


said the issue was "a simple one." 


"We love our school, and that's 


what it's all about," he said emphat- 
ically. "I know I've learned a lot at 
this school, and I just don't want that 
to change."

Officials to study park sites fate 


The future of four potential park 


sites in Buffalo' Grove will be dis- 
cussed at a meeting between the vil- 
lage staff and the park district, Vil- 
lage Mgr. Daniel Larson said. 


Larson said he will set up a meeting 


"within the next two months" to dis- 
cuss four sites which have been do- 
nated by developers, but deemed un- 
suitable for park use by the park dis- 
trict. 


The village is maintaining the 


areas, but Larson said he wants to 
consider turning the land into "a pas- 
sive-type park use, with additional 
trees and park benches — a place to 
go and relax." 


The sites include a seven-acre par- 


cel called White Pine Park off Beech- 
wood Court and Bernard Drive; four 
acres on Arlington Heights Road 
north of Checker Road; two acres 
n e a r Knoliwood Drive north of 
Thompson Boulevard; and four acres 
on Arlington Heights Road south of 
Thompson which have not yet been 
deeded to the village. 


Stanley Crosland, director of parks 


and recreation, said the park board 
has to be "very carefull" about ac- 
cepting park land because "we're now 
maintaining more land with less mon- 
ey every year — unless an area is 
viable for active use, there's no sense 
in the park district coming in." 


He said several of the sites were 


located in a flood plain, and added, 
"If something's going to be under- 
water part of the time, it's obviously 
not going to be of much use to us." 


One of the biggest problems at the 


sites is a lack of accessibility, Cros- . 


land said. He said the site on Arling- 
ton Heights Road north of Checker 
Road has limited access and no side- 
walk, but said the park district might 
consider the property if the widening 
of Arlington Heights Road includes in- 
stallation of sidewalks

Arafat warns 
Sixth Fleet

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Rival 


Palestinian leaders jointly warned 
Tuesday that should the American 
Sixth Fleet intervene in Lebanon It 
would be sunk as it was "sunk in Viet- 
nam " They also warned against Syr- 
ian intervention. 


However, Lebanese Socialists re- 


jected a final cease-fire appeal aimed 
at averting a Syrian invasion. 


Yasser Arafat, head of the Pales- 


tine Liberation Organization, em- 
b r a c e d rival Palestinian leader 
George Habash and rebel Moslem 
army leader Ahmed Khatib and the 
three chanted, "unity, unity, unity " 


"America says its fleet can arrive 


on these shores within 24 hours,'' Ara- 
fat told a surprise news conference. 
"But I say we are now within range 
of Sixth Fleet artillery." 


"But they are welcome and we will 


sink them in Lebanon as they were 
sunk in Vietnam." 


In Washington, the Pentagon said 


the U.S. naval force patroling the 
eastern Mediterranean about 24 hours 
sail off the coast of Lebanon had not 
been put on any unusual alert status. 


If necessary the naval force could 


be called upon to rescue the more 
than 1,000 U.S.' citizens still in Leba- 
non. 


The seven-ship force consists of the 


assault helicopter carrier Guadalcan- 
al, with a Marine detachment aboard; 
a conventional destroyer, a guided 
missile destroyer, and four support 
ships 


Arafat warned against intervention 


in Lebanon by anyone 


"All conspiracies will be broken on 


the rock of Palestinian-Lebanese un- 
ity," he said. 


' ' T h e s e conspiracies are being 


smashed on the rock of the blood 
which is now being shed in (Christian 
strongholds of) Zghorta, Antourah and 
Kahhaleh." Arafat added 


As Arafat spoke, the Christian Pha- 


langist radio reported that Israel was 
massing troops and armor along the 
Lebanese border and had set up 
checkpoints inside Lebanese territory. 


No confirmation was available, but 


witnesses in the area said that Israeli 
reconnaissance planes were active 
there.

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Arlington native Ford's No. 1 fan 
She's editor for the President... at 23

It was late one Sunday night in the 


Executive Office Building next to the 
White House when an unusual story 
came over the Associated Press news 
wire. 


A reported quoted Jack Ford, the 


President's son, as saying he had 
smoked ^marijuana. Melanie Berney 
was in a predicament. As editor of the 
President's daily news summary, it's 
her job to sift through each day's 
headlines for the President's review. 
Should she include the item or not, 
she wondered? Yes, she decided. 


"Luckily I did," recalled Mrs. Ber- 


ney, 1970 graduate of Arlington High 
School recently home for a visit. "The 
President didn't know anything about 
his son's statement until he read the 
summary the next morning." 


It's a long way from the peaceful, 


Today 


suburban life of Arington Heights to 
the hectic pace of Washington, D.C., 
bastion of power and glory, but Me- 
lanie Maloney Berney has made the 
transition. To top it off, at 23, she's 
probably one of the best informed 
people In the country. 


HER JOB, WITH a staff of four, is 


to sift through some 70 newspapers 
from around the country, listen to 
news broadcasts, read magazines, 
cheek the wire services and then sum- 
marize what's happening every day in 
a 40-page report. The report is deliv- 


ered to the President's bedroom door 
at 5:30 every morning. Reading it, 
and skimming through the New York 
Times and Washington Post, are the 
first things Gerald R. Ford does every 
day. 


When he's not in Washington; the 


President gets an abbreviated copy of 
the report by cable wherever he is in 
the world. 
' 


The news summary includes' top 


headlines of the day as well as com- 
ment. Ford is big on editorial car- 
toons — the nastier the better/ says 


Mrs. Berney — so many of them are 
included. 


The summary also goes to about 140 


top administrators and Presidential 
advisers to give them an idea of what 
may go on that day and what ques- 
tions they may be asked. 


"IT GIVES THEM an idea of what 


the country feels and what the news 
media is saying," said Mrs. Berney. 
"The 
more editorials included, the 


better the President likes it. Whether 
they have anything to do with changes 
in policy, that I don't know." 


The daily news summary, under the 


office of Press Sec. Ron Nessen, was 
started in the late'60s when Richard 
Nixon occupied the oval office. 


While Ford wants as much critical 


news as possible in the summary, 
Mrs. Berney said it wasn't the same 
under Nixon. 


"I've heard rumors that they cen- 


sored the bad news from Nixon," she 
said. "They say he didn't read the pa- 
pers much and got very upset when 
he beard bad news. At one tune, and 
this is hearsay, they were putting in 
the baseball scores " 


MORALE HAS improved around the 


White House 100 per cent since Ford 
took over, said Mrs. Berney, who 
started working in Washington in 1973 
as a press aide for U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, (R-12th,). After a five-month 
stint in the office of Georgia Con- 
g r e s s m a n Larry McDonald, she 
moved over to the White House press 
staff last June. 


"Things are a lot more honest now 


and very above board. Surprisingly so, 
considering politicians'," she said. 
"There are some complaints that the 
staff'got more'pay and more travel

federally funded flood-control work in 
the area. 


THE SOIL Conservation Service has

Arafat threatens

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Rival 


Palestinian leaders 
jointly warned 


Tuesday that should the American 
Sixth Fleet intervene in Lebanon it 
would be sunk as it was "sunk in Viet- 
nam." They also warned against Syr- 
ian intervention. 


However, Lebanese Socialists re- 


jected a final cease-fire appeal aimed 
at averting a Syrian invasion. 


Yasser Arafat, head of the Pales- 


tine Liberation

b r a c e d rival Palestinian 
leader 


George Habash and rebel Moslem 
army leader Ahmed Khatib and the 
three chanted, "unity, unity, unity." 


"America says its fleet can arrive 


on these shores within 24 hours," Ara- 
fat told a surprise news conference. 
"But I say we are now within range 
of Sixth Fleet artillery." 


"But they are welcome and we will 


sink them in Lebanon as they were 
sunk in Vietnam." 


In Washington, the Pentagon said 


the U.S. naval force patroling the 
eastern Mediterranean about 24 hours 
sail off the coast of Lebanon had not 
been put on any unusual alert status. 


If necessary the naval force could 


be called upon to rescue the more 
than 1,000 U.S. citizens still in Leba- 
non. 


The seven-ship force consists of the 


assault helicopter carrier Guadalcan- 
al, with a Marine detachment aboard; 
a conventional destroyer, a guided 
missile destroyer, and four support 
ships. 


Arafat warned against intervention 


in Lebanon by anyone. 


"All conspiracies will be broken on 


the rock of Palestinian-Lebanese un- 
ity," he said. 


' ' T h e s e conspiracies are being 


smashed on the rock of the blood 
which is now being shed in (Christian 
strongholds of) Zghorta, Antourah and 
Kahhaleh," Arafat added. 


As Arafat spoke, the Christian Pha- 


langist radio reported that Israel was 
massing troops and armor along the 
Lebanese border and had set up 
checkpoints inside Lebanese territory. 


No confirmation was available, but 


witnesses in the area said that Israeli 
reconnaissance planes were active 
there.

salary increases. 


Lt. William R. Kohnke told a village 


board budget session Tuesday night 
that the program could save the Vil- 
lage as much as $30,721 the first year. 
Kohnke said a normal 5 per cent 
across-the-board pay hike would cost 
the village $51,327.15, whereas the in- 
centive program would only cost 
$20,606. 


Under the initial proposal, only 26 of 


the department's 55 police officers 
would receive wage increases. "We 
would take our program in lieu of an 
across-the-board raise," Kohnke said, 
adding both the police administration 
and staff support the proposal. 


ALTHOUGH THE PROPOSAL was 


given a high priority for the 1976-77 
budget, Kohnke said it would take 
about a year to implement, as criteria 
for the incentive pay would have to be 
established. He said such criteria 
would include attainment of educa- 
tional goals or innovation in job per- 
formance. 


T h e village trustees expressed 


doubt such a program could be put 
into operation unless some type of 
cost-of-living increases was given to 
all employes and the program was ap- 
plied to all village employes. 


"We should not just pay a police- 


man for being there (on the job)," 
Kohnke said. "We're saying the vil- 
lage is paying an adequate salary for 
people just doing their job." 


He said it is possible that a police- 


man, under the proposed program, 
not receive a pay increase for 20 
years, and it also is possible salaries 
could be cut. 


Police Chief Harry P. 
Jenkins 


agreed. He said it would be "great" if 
all 55 qualified. "If they're worth the 
money, give it to them. We have some 
patrolmen who aren't worth the mon- 
ey," he said. 


"WHO THE HELL is going to sit 


htere for 25 years with no raise?" Vil- 
lage Pres. Charles J. Zettek asked. 
"The economy dictates a man is 
worth more. The cost of living goes up 
and that poor sucker is standing 
there." 


Trustee Edward W. Kenna Jr. said 


he could see an incentive program op- 
erating if a 3 per cent across-the- 
board pay hike accompanied it. He 
said a problem of parity would devel- 
op with other village employes and 
the policemen, if the other employes 
got across-the-board raises each year 
and some policemen did not. 


"I think you cannot totally remove 


the across-the-board as long as we 
have the type of economy we have," 
Kenna said, calling for an extensive- 
study of the proposal. 


Kohnke said such an incentive plan

Merger is for quality, not money 


The Elk Grove Village Athletic 


Assn., which will vote Thursday on a 
proposal, to merge-with the Elk Grove 
Park District, has issued a statement 
saying the purpose of the merger is to 
improve village sports rather than to 
erase financial difficulties.

The merger talks began on the in- 


itiative of Richard Ludovissy, former 
park superintendent of recreation af- 
ter a park district official Dec. 4 
stated that the association was having 
financial difficulties. 


JACK A. CLAES, director of parks 


and recreation, said Tuesday he un- 
derstood the remark to have meant 
recruitment problems was restricting 
the association's income, not that the 
association was unable to meet its fi- 
nancial obligations. 


James Souder, association member 


and former vice president, said Tues- 
day, "Yes, they're in debt, but they 
are not destitute." He added that the 
association was in "financial trouble" 


.1 million budget cut for Dist. 54 


The Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 


Board of Education tentatively agreed 
Tuesday night to cut $1.1 million out 
•of the 1976-77 budget, of which some' 
items may be reinstated if a tax in- 
crease referendum is passed this 
year. 


Budget cuts include the district's 


lunch program; afterschool activities, 
including sports at the junior high lev- 
el; reduction of services in music, art, 
physical education, special education, 
social work; and reduction in mainte- 
nance and supplies. 


The administration proposed these 


cuts, saying they'would not directly 
affect the educational programs of the 
district. 


THE ADMINISTRATION presented 


to the board, during a committee-of- 
the-whole meeting, newly revised 
budget figures, projecting an $834,764 


deficit for 1976-77, instead of a pre- 
viously anticipated $381,840 surplus. 
The deficit, is based on an expected 10 
'to 15 per cent decrease in state aid for 
next year and.lower enrollment fig- 
ures than previously projected. 


The board has tentatively agreed to 


hold another tax-increase referendum 
this year. A. tax referendum was de- 
feated Feb. 14. Supt. Wayne Schaible 
said some cuts, will have to be made 
even if a referendum is passed, be- 
cause "the district's line of spending 
cannot go as it has." 


The board will discuss at its next 


committee meeting which items will 
be reinstated if a referendum is 
passed. Board members said they will 
specify which items would be reins- 
tated before.the public is asked to 
vote on a referendum. 


During discussion, the board in- 


dicated that at least after-school ac- 


tivities would be funded if a referen- 
dum passed. Cutting these programs 
would save the district about $30,000. 


SCHAIBLE SAID Illinois School 


Supt. Joseph Cronin has warned dis- 
tricts to expect their anticipated state 
aid to be reduced at least 10 per cent, 
and the administration used the 10 per 
cent figure for its projections of a loss 
of $1.2 million in state aid for next 
year. 


The district had expected an in- 


crease in enrollment of 800 students in 
1976-77. After checking with area 
builders, the administration now ex- 
pects only a 650-student increase. The 
loss in funding for 150 is $188,922. 


Money savings include: music staff, 


$22,000; 
physical education 
staff, 


$22,600; art staff, $22,000; learning 
disability -staff, $13,000; and social

a 40-page report. The report is deliv- 


ered to the President's bedroom door 
at 5:30 every morning. Reading it, 
and; skimming through'the New York 
Times and Washington Post, are the 
first things Gerald R. Ford does every 
day. 
' • . ; • ' 


When he's not in Washington, the 


President gets an abbreviated copy of 
the report by cable wherever he is in 
the world. 


The news summary includes top 


headlines of the day as well as com- 
ment. Ford is big on editorial car- 
toons — the nastier the better, says 


Mrs. Berney — so many ,of them are 
included. 


The summary also goes to about 140 


top administrators and Presidential 
advisers to give them an idea of what 
may go on that day and what ques- 
tions they may be asked. 


"IT GIVES THEM an idea of what 


the country feels and what the news 
media is saying," said Mrs. Berney. 
"The 'more editorials included, , the 
better the President likes it. Whether 
they have anything to do with changes 
in policy, that I ;don't know." 


The daily news summary, under the 


office of Press Sec. Ron Nessen, was - 
started in the late 60s when Richard 
Nixon occupied the oval off ice. 


While Ford wants as much critical 


news as possible in the summary, 
Mrs. Berney said it wasn't the same 
under Nixon. 


"I've heard rumors that they cen- 


sored the .bad news from Nixon," she 
said. "They say he didn't read the pa- 
pers much and got very upset when 
he heard bad news. At one time, and 
this is hearsay, they were putting in 
the baseball scores." 


MORALE HAS improved around the 


White House 100 per cent since Ford 
took over, said Mrs. Berney, who 
started working- in Washington in 1973 
as a press aide for U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, (R-12th). After a five-month 
stint in the office of Georgia Con- 
g r e s s m a n Larry McDonald, she 
moved over to the White House press 
staff last June. 


"Things are a lot more .honest now 


and very above board. Surprisingly so, 
considering politicians," she said. 
"There are some complaints that the 
staff got more pay and more travel

for return to active duty

Son Antor suffered first, second, 


and third degree burns on more than 
27 per cent of his body Jan. 17. The 
most severe burns were on his neck, 
arms and legs. The tops of his ears 
were burned off.

Still, he has one thought on his 


mind: To get out of Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital and continue his ca- 
reer in the Hoffman Estates, Fire 


"I'M COIN6 TO TRY to be the best damned fire- 
fighter there is," Ron Antor, 21, says of his future 
goals in life. Antor, a Hoffman Estates fireman, is 


recuperating from burns suffered in a blaze at the 
Dennis Schroeder house Jan. 17. He remained in 
intensive care 10 weeks. 


"I'm going to be the best damned 


firefighter there is. And also lead a 
.good family life Those are really the 
only two things I want to do," he 
says, moving his head slowly, min- 
imizing the movement in his blistered 
neck 
*• 


ANTOR AND TWO comrades were 


fighting a blaze at the Dennis Schro- 
der residence Jan. 17 when they were 
caught in a "backflash": Walls, ceil- 
ing and floor all ignited simulta- 
neously. 


"I don't really remember every- 


thing that happened," he said. "My 
mind has blanked out a few moments 
of what went on After I came here, 
they said I talked about seeing a- 
bright 'orange glow coming up the 
stairs and across the room. But I 
don't remember it." 


Antor's injuries were not severe 


enough to destroy his career, although 
he'll be assigned to something less 
than battling blazes upon his return to 
the service. , 


"I may train to become an arson 


photographer," he says. "I may start 


doing other things, though. I just don't 
know yet. Whatever it is, I'll be there 
a while." 


Last week, Antor underwent skin 


grafts on his burned legs, where 
flames had literally killed the skin. 


"MY LEGS LOOK like checker- 


boards," he says. 


Antor is able to move about in a 


wheelchair this week. He hopes to be 
walking by June 19, his wedding day. 
But if tot doesn't happen, it won't 
deter him.

"I'm going down the aisle even if 


it's in a wheelchair," says' Antor. 
"But I doubt if that will happen. I 
fully expect to be walking by then." 


Antor's family and fiancee "took it 


pretty good" when he was injured, he 
said 


"My fiancee (Sue-Marie Jurs) stood 


up extremely well," he sand, looking 
at her picture posted on the end of his 
bed. "She was a little on the shaky 
side, but she was able to come to 
grips with it." 


RON AND SUE MARIE had talked 


about the possibility of injuries, a fac- 
tor he says helped ease the stock of 
the accident 


"I've always been of the opinion 


that it takes a special type of woman 
to marry a cop or fireman because of 


the hazards and risks involved. She 
knew them and she was able to cope 
with it," Antor says. 


Sue Marie comes-to visit her fiance 


almost every night, but the many vis- 
itors that came to see Antor soon af- 
ter his a c c i d e n t are gone. 


"People, tend ,to forget," he says. 


"Now I'm just another person recu- 
perating in the hospital. The, guys (at 
the fire department) come in to visit 
me regularly, but I don't get many 
visitors other than that." 


Antor spends his tune watching tele- 


vision, listening to his fire department 
radio scanning unit ( to keep up with 
the exploits of his colleagues), and is 
currently reading a book, "20,000 
Alarms," about the real life struggles 
of a big-city firefighter. 


Antor, from Elk Grove Village, cele- 


brated his first year with the fire de- 
partment Feb. 3 He expects to be out 
of the hospital within a month. 


"I'll probably change my hair style 


to come down over my ears and just 
forget about them," be said. "All I 
really want to do right now is get 
back on the job." 


For now Antor lies patiently waiting 


in Room 320 behind a sign on his door 
that reads: "If I'm asleep, please 
wake me up."

The Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 


Board of Education tentatively agreed 
Tuesday night to cut $1.1 million out 
of the 1976-77 budget, of which some 
items may be reinstated if a tax in- 
crease referendum is passed this 
year.

20-day loss 
of liquor license 


B'Ginnings Ltd., 1227 E. Golf Rd., 


Schaumburg, will close for 20 days 
unless the Illinois Liquor Control 
Commission reverses a liquor license 
suspension announced Tuesday by Vil- 
lage Pres, Raymond Kessell. 


Kessell ordered the suspension fol- 


lowing village liquor commission 
hearings begun March 5 when six per- 
sons, one a Schaumburg police detec- 
tive, testified they were beaten by 
doormen at the club. 


"I felt the suspension was fair 


based on the testimony presented at 
the hearings," Kessell said, adding he 
did not impose fines of $10 to $500 per 
violation specified in Schaumburg's li- 
quor control ordinance. 


AS VILLAGE PRESIDENT, Kessell 


is required by Illinois law to serve as 
Schaumburg's liquor commissioner. 


The singles bar is owned by Antho- 


ny Pauletto, Jay Hechtman and Dan- 
ny Seraphine, a drummer with the 
rock group "Chicago." It was opened 
in July 1974. 


Pauletto. an attorney who presented 


the club's defense at the hearings, 
said Tuesday he has filed an appeal 
request with the state liquor commis- 
sion. 


"The (state) commission has issued 


a stay order on the village ruling 
pending their own hearing," Pauletto 
said, adding he does not believe evi- 
dence presented by village witnesses 
"warrants any penalty, certainly not 
this suspension." 


Kessell's ruling called for the sus- 


pension to become effective April 5 
"for 20 consecutive days", although a 
spokesman for the state liquor control

budget-figures, projecting an $934,764 
deficit for 1976-77, instead of a pre- 
viously anticipated $381,840 surplus. 
The deficit is based on an expected 10 
to 15 per cent .decrease in state aid for 
next year and lower enrollment fig- 
ures than previously projected. 


The board has tentatively agreed to 


hold another t « increase referendum 
this year. A tax referendum was de- 
feated Feb. 14. Supt. Wayne Schaible 
said some cuts will have to be made 
even if a referendum is passed, he- 
cause "the district's line of spending 
cannot go as it has," 


The board will discuss at its next 


committee meeting which items will 
be reinstated if a - referendum is 
passed. Board members said they will 
specify which items would be reins- 
tated before the public is asked to 
vote on a referendum. 


During discussion, the board in- 


dicated that at least after-school ac- 
tivities would be funded if a referen- 
dum passed. Cutting these programs 
' would save the district about $30,000. 


SCHAIBLE SAID Illinois School 


Supt. Joseph Cronin has warned dis- 
tricts to expect their anticipated state 
aid to be reduced at least 10 per cent, • 
and the administration used the 10 per 
cent figure for its projections of a loss 
of $1.2 million in state aid for next 
year. 


The district had expected an in- 


crease in enrollment of 800 students in 
1976-77. After checking with area 
builders, the administration now ex- 
pects only a 650-student increase. The 
loss in funding for 150 is $188,922. 


Money savings include; music staff, 


$22,000; physical education 
staff, 


$22,600; art staff, $22,000; learning 
disability staff, $13,000; and social 
workers, $13,000. 


Savings in (he operations, building

Burned in fire,- he lives 
for return to active duty

Ron Antor suffered first, second, 


and third degree burns on more than 
27 per cent of his body Jan. 17. The 
most severe burns were on his neck, 
arms and legs. The tops of his ears 
were burned off. 


Still, be has one thought on his 


mind: To get out of Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital and continue his ca- 
reer in *the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Dept. , 


"I'm going to be the best damned 


firefighter there is. And also lead a 
good family life.Those are really the 
only two things I want to do," he 
says, moving his head slowly, min- 
imizing the movement: in Us blistered 
neck. 


ANTOR AND TVyO comrades were 


fighting a blaze at the Dennis Schro- 
der residence Jan. 17 when they were 
caught in a "backflash ': Walls, ceil- 
ing and floor all ignited simulta- 
neously. 


"I don't really remember every- 


thing that happened," he said. "My 


mind has blanked out a few moments 
of what went on. After'I.came here, 
they Said I-talked about-seeing a 
' bright orange glow coming up the 
stau's and across the room. But I 
don't remember it." 


Antor's injuries were not severe 


, enough to destroy his career, although 
he'll be assigned to something less 
than battling blazes upon bis return to 
the service. 


"I may train to become an arson 


photographer," he says. "I may start 
doing other things, though. I just don't 
know yet. Whatever it is, I'll be there 
a while." 


Last week; Antor underwent skin 


grafts on his burned 'legs, where 
flames had literally killed the skin. 


"MY LEGS LOOK like checker- 


boards," he says. 


Antor is able to move about in a 


wheelchair this week. He hopes to be 
walking by June 19, his wedding day. 
But if that doesn't happen, it won't 
deter him. - 


"I'm going down the aisle even if 


it's in a wheelchair," says Antor. 
"But I doubt if that, will happen. I 
fully expect to be walking by then.'' 


Antor's family and fiancee "took it 


pretty good" when he was injured, he 
said. 


"My fiancee (Sue Marie Jurs) stood 


up extremely well," he said, looking 
at her picture posted on the end of his 
bed. "She was a little on the shaky 
side, 'but she was able to come to 
grips with it." 


RON AND SUE MARIE had talked 


about the possibility of injuries, a fac- 
tor he says helped ease the stock of 
the accident: 


"I've always been of the opinion 


that it takes a special type of woman 
to marry a cop or fireman because of 
the hazards and risks involved. She 
knew them and she was able to cope 
with it," Antor says. 


Sue Marie comes to visit her fiance 


almost every night, but the many vis- 
itors that came to see Antor soon af-

Arafat warns

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Rival 


Palestinian leaders- -jointly warned 
Tuesday that' should the American 
Sixth Fleet intervene in Lebanon it 
would be sunk as it was'"sunk in Viet- 
nam." 
They also warned against Syr- 


ian intervention. 


However, Lebanese Socialists re- 


jected a final cease-fire appeal aimed 
at averting a Syrian invasion. 
; 


Yasser Arafat, head of tha» Pales- 


tine Liberation Organization, em- 
b r a c e d rival Palestinian leader 
George Habash and rebel .Moslem 
army leader Ahmed Khatib and the 
three chanted, "unity, unity,-; unity." 


"America says its fleet: can arrive 


on these shores within 24 hours," Ara- 
fat told a surprise news conference. 
"But 
I say we are now within range 


of Sixth Fleet artillery." - 


"But they are welcome and we will 


sink them in Lebanon as they were 
sunk in Vietnam." 


In Washington, the Pentagon said 


the U.S. naval force patroling the 
eastern Mediterranean about 24 hours 
sail off the coast of Lebanon had not 
been put on a.iy unusual alert status. 


If necessary the naval force could 


be called upon to rescue the more 
than 1,000 U.S. citizens still in Leba- 
non, 


The Seven-ship force consists of the 


assault helicopter carrier Guadalcan- 
al, with a Marine detachment aboard; 
a conventional destroyer; a guided 
missile destroyer, and four support 
ships. 


Arafat warned against intervention 


in Lebanon by anyone. 


,"A11 conspiracies will be broken on 


the rock of Palestinian-Lebanese un- 
ity," he said. 


' ' T h e s e conspiracies are being 


smashed on the rock of the blood 
which is now being shed in (Christian 
strongholds of) Zghorta, Antourah and 
Kahhaleh," Arafat added. 


As Arafat spoke, the Christian Pha- 


langist radio reported that Israel was 
massing troops and armor along the 
Lebanese border and had set up 
checkpoints inside Lebanese territory.

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Arlington native Ford's No. 1 fan 
She's editor for the President. . .at 23

It was late one Sunday night in the 


Executive Office Building next to the 
White House when an unusual story 
came over the Associated Press news 
wire. 


A reported quoted Jack Ford, the 


President's son, as saying he had 
smoked marijuana. Melanie Berney 
was in a predicament. 'As editor of the 
President's daily news summary, it's 
her job to sift through each day's 
headlines for the President's review. 
Should she include.the item or not, 
she wondered? Yes, she decided. 


"Luckily I did," recalled Mrs. Ber- 


ney, 
1970 graduate of Arlington High 


School recently home for a visit. "The 
President didn't know anything about 
his son's statement until he read the 
summary the next morning." 


It's a long way from the peaceful, 


Today 


suburban life of Arington Heights to 
the hectic pace of Washington, D.C., 
bastion of power and glory, but Me- 
lanie Maloney Berney has made the 
transition. To top it off,"at 23, she's 
probably one of. the best informed 
people in the country.' 


HER JOB. WITH a staff of four, is 


to sift through some 70 newspapers 
from around the country, listen tp 
news broadcasts, read magazines, 
check the wire services and then sum- 
marize what's happening every day in 
a 40-page report. The report is deliv- 


ered to the President's bedroom door 
at 5:30 every morning. Reading it, 
and skimming through the New York 
Times and Washington Post, are the' 
first things Gerald R. Ford does every 
day. 


When he's not in Washington, .the 


President gets an.abbreviated copy of 
the report by cable wherever he is in 
the world. 


The news summary includes top 


headlines of the day as well as com- 
ment. Ford is big on editorial car- 
toons — the nastier the better, says 


Mrs. 
Berney — so many of them are 


included. 
> 


The summary also goes to about 140 


top administrators and Presidential 
advisers to give them an idea of what 
may go on that day and what ques- 
tions they may be asked. 


"IT GIVES THEM an idea of what 


the country feels and what the news 
media is saying," said Mrs. Berney. 
"The more editorials included, the 
better, the President likes it. Whether 
they have anything to do with changes 
in policy, that I don't know." 


The daily news summary, under the 


office of Press Sec. Ron Nessen, was 
s'tarted in,the late 60s when Richard 
Nixon occupied the oval office. 


While Ford wants as much critical 


news as possible in the summary, 
Mrs. Berney said it wasn't the same 
under Nixon. 
. "I've heard rumors that they cen- 


sored the bad news from Nixon," she 
said. "They say he didn't read the pa- 
pers much and got very upset when 
he heard bad news. At one time, and 
this is hearsay, they were putting in 
the baseball scores." 


MORALE HAS improved around the 


White' House 100 per cent since Ford 
took over, said Mrs. Berney, who 
started working in Washington in 1973 
as a press aide for U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, (-R-12tli). After a five-month 
stint in the office of Georgia Con- 
g r e s s m a n Larry McDonald, she 
moved over to the White House press 
staff last June! 


"Things are a lot more honest now 


and very above board. Surprisingly so, 
considering politicians," 
she said. 


"There are some complaints that the 
staff got more'pay and more travel

Public hearing 
on city's budget 
set for April 


A proposed $4.7 million Rolling 


Meadows city budget reviewed in a 
series of budget hearings by the city 
council will go to residents for a pub- 
lic hearing at 8 p.m. April 13 at city 
hall. 


The finance committee Tuesday re- 


viewed the general fund portion of the 
budget making few changes in the 
$606.528 total. 


The proposed fiscal 1976-77 budget 


was prepared by Acting City Mgr. 
Charles Green, who is also acting fi- 
nance officer. 


EXCEPT FOK TRANSFERS from 


one category to another, the budget 
proposed by Green has passed three 
council reviews 
with very minor 


changes. 


The budget calls for increases in the 


salary fund totals to allow for a 5 per 
cent salary raise and the 'hiring of 
seven firemen, a city manager and a 
finance officer. 


CD tornado test 
spurs residents 
in Arlington Hts. 


A test Tuesday morning of the Roll- 


ing Meadows Civil Defense siren 
sparked a small outbreak of tornado 
jitters in Arlington Heights. 


When sirens began wailing about 


10:% a.m. Tuesday, several residents 
called the Arlington Heights Munici- 
pal Building to learn if they should 
take cover. 


Memories of tornados that raked 


the suburbs March 12 are apparently 
keeping ears well tuned for the alert 
sirens. 


However, no funnel clouds or tor- 


nado-spawning conditions were pre- 
sent Tuesday despite the heavily over- 
cast sky and intermittent rain show- 
ers, The sirens were sounded, as they 
have been every Tuesday -In Rolling 
Meadows, to test them. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, in accor- 


dance with state guidelines, sounds its 
siren system on only the first Tuesday 
of each month for testing, as callers 
were reassured. 


Rolling Meadows, beginning in Ap 


ril. also will sound its siren system on 
only the first Tuesday of each month 
for testing. 


C i v i l Defense Director Merrill 


Wuerch said the city had been testing 
Us sirens every Tuesday "because we 
thought it was a good idea." 


The city installed the siren system 


two years ago and only recently re- 
ceived state accreditation, making the 
city eligible for a $15.000 federal grant 
to pay half the cost of the system. 


Wuerch said "Now that the city is 


assured the system is operating well, 
it too will sound the sirens according 
to state guidelines." 


Green also has recommended equip- 


ment purchases totaling $99,000 in the 
fire department budget and $23,856 in 
the police department budget. Public 
works department equipment pur- 
chases and building improvements to- 
taling $157,880 were also recommend- 
ed by Green. 


During Tuesday's review of the gen- 


eral fund portion of the budget, the 
committee discussed 
administrative 


expenses that include city manager 
and finance officer salaries. 
' 
, 


GREEN HAS ACTED as city man- 


ager and finance officer since James 
Watson resigned from the position 
several months ago. 


Although the city interviewed sev- 


eral men for the position, Mayor Rdr 
land J. Meyer has said he will delay 
appointment of a manager until after 
the June 12 city manager referendum'. 


The city has never had a finance 


officer, and the council is talking 
about hiring one but has not set -a 
date. 


Green, in his proposed budget, had 


earmarked $25,000 in the city man- 
ager fund total for the proposed man- 
ager's salary and another $20,000 in 
the finance fund for a finance officer's 
salary. He said these were estimated 
figures "based on the fact that the 
council does expect to hire someone 
sometime this year." 


THE COUNCILMEN did not dis- 


agree with Green's statement that the 
positions would be filled, but insisted 
he remove the $45,000 in salary from 
the two funds and instead place the 
figure in a miscellaneous fund. 


Green said, "It's much more realis- 


tic for the figures to remain in the 
funds I have placed them in." He 
added he would only change the cate- 
gory . if the full council agree . he 
should do so.

, 


A majority'Of ihe councilmen pre- 


sent for the session said they will pro- 
pose the category >change at the April 
13 hearing. Other than the discussion 
about what fund the two salaries 
should be in, the total budget first 
proposed by Green has few changes, 
It is slightly higher than last year's 
$4.3 million budget.

A group of Rolling Meadows boys 


between 9 and 14 years old are the 
first graduates of a fire department 
course designed'to teach them now to 
•handle medical emergencies. 
, The "junior paramedics," as they 
are called at the .firehouse where they 
trained, 'proposed" the program and 
then pestered their fireman fathers 
unttl it was designed and offered. 


Fire Lt. Ted Loesch said, "The kids, 


really put the pressure on us to teach 
them first aid and didn't stop until we 
came up with a program. They have 
put as much determination into their 
studies and-wev are really proud of 
what they have accomplished." 


THE 10 YOUNGSTERS who partici- 


pated attended 15 two-hour classes 
and were required to pass written, 
oral and practical tests. 
1 "At first since most of the 10 boys 
.are firemen's-sons, we thought they 
just wanted to hang around the sta- 
tion. However, they have . all been 
serious about the course and have 
talked ;.it up so much to their friends, 
who also want, to attend, that we are 
considering, offering it to other young 
people in the cityi," Lb'esch said. 


Most of the boys state positively 


that they will be full-fledged para- 
medics; someday. 


Gary .Urbahn1, 14, is well on his way 


towards achieving that goal, Para- 
medic Joseph Lawler said; 


After Urbahn had swiftly and com- 


petently handled his final practical 


( 'tests, 'Lawler said, "I'll take him on 
'l my next ambulance call." 


ASK JERRY LOPEZ why he spent 


sunny spring afternoons studying in- 
stead of on the ball field. He. an- 
swered, "It's exciting, and besides, 
it's important to be able to handle an 
emergency." 


Mike Loesch said he thinks the 


course created by the Rolling Mead- 
ows Fire Depf. "is super." 
•: 


"It would;be good for all ages to 


study the, course because there are a 
lot of people who still follow old 
wive's tales first aid practices instead 
of the proper procedure," said Mike. 


He added that in school, one day a 


fellow classmate had a nosebleed and 
a teacher used the wrong technique to 
attempt to stop the bleeding. 


"When I explained-to him what he 


was doing wrong and why, the teach- 
er took my advice and said, 'hey, 
what are you, some kind of junior 
paramedic?'" Mike said. 


"I TOLD HIM I was, but just until I 


get old enough' to be a real para- 
medic," Mike said. 
• ' . , ' " 


Lawler said the course offered to 


the boys is not recognized by the 


American Red Cross. 


Lt. LoeSch said, "We've taken- our 


paramedic test and created a special 
course for young people. We call it the 
m e d i c a l emergency preparedness,- 
and believe it is more comprehensive 
than first aid training." 


Before the youngsters began learn- 


ing how to handle medical emer- 
gencies they learned-five of the body's 
seven major systems. The skeletal, 
muscular, nervous, 'respiratory and 
circulatory systems were studied. The 
digestive and genitourinary systems 
were briefly outlined, but not studied. 


Loesch said, "We believed that to 


understand various emergencies it is 
necessary to know the basic funda- 
mentals of the anatomy involved." 


A L T H O U G H WE designed the 


course for young people, it's not easy, 
and the boys worked hard to achieve 
perfect scores," Loesch said. 


Loesch added he learned from the 


experience also. "Young people will 
work hard at a difficult subject if it is 
something they really want to learn. 
I'll admit I never thought the young- 
sters would study as hard as they 
did," he said. 


The department is planning to'offer 


another 15-week course if enough in- 
terest is shown. Anyone interested

Fiscal woes top issue in Dist. 15

The financial problem facing Pala-

Ron Antor suffered first, second' 


and third degree burns on more than 
27 per cent of his body Jan. 17. The 
most severe burns were on his neck, 
arms and legs. The tops of his ears 
were burned off.

munity Hospital and continue his ca- 
reer in the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Dept. 


"I'm going to be the best damned 


firefighter there is. And also lead a 
good family life.Those are really the 
; only two things I want to do," he 


says, moving his head slowly, min- 
imizing the movement in his blistered 
neck. 


ANTOR AND TWO comrades were 


fighting a blaze at the Dennis Schro- 
der residence Jan. 17 when they were 
'caught in a "backflash": Walls; ceil- 
ing and floor all ignited simulta- 
neously. 


"I don't really remember every- 


thing that happened," he said. "My 
mind has blanked out a few moments 
of what went on. After I, came here, 
they said I talked about seeing a 
bright orange glow coining up the 
stairs and across the room. But I 


' don't remember it." 


Antor's injuries were not severe 


enough to destroy his career, although 
he'll be assigned to something less 
than battling blazes upon his return to 
the service. 


• 
"I may train to become an arson 


photographer," he says. "I may start 
doing other things, though. I just don't 
know yet. Whatever it is, I'll be there 
awhile." 


Last week, Antor underwent skin 


grafts on his burned legs,, where 
flames had literally killed the skin. 


"MY LEGS LOOK like checker- 


boards," he says.

Antor is able to move about in a 


wheelchair this week. He hopes to be 
walking by June 19, his wedding day. 
But if that doesn't happen, it won't 
deter him. 


"I'm going down the aisle even if 


it's in a wheelchair," says Antor. 
"But I doubt if that wiU happen. I 
fully expect to be walking by then." • 


Antor's family and fiancee "took it 


pretty good" when he was injured, he 
said. 


"My fiancee (Sue Marie Jurs) stood 


up extremely well," he said, looking

almost every night, but the many vis- 
itors that came to^ see Antor soon af- 
ter his a c e f d e n t are gone. 


"People tend to forget," he says. 


"Now I'm just another person recu- 
perating in the hospital. The guys (at 
the fire department) come in to visit 


from burns suffered in a blaze at 
the Dennis Schroeder house Jan. 
I 7. He remained in intensive care 
10 weeks. 


me regularly, but I don't get many 
visitors other than that." 


Antor spends his time watching tele- 


vision, listening to his fire department 
radio scanning unit ( to keep up with 
the exploits of his colleagues), and is 
currently reading a book, "20,000 
Alarms," about the real life struggles 
of a big-city firefighter. 


Antor, from Elk Grove Village, cele- 


brated his first year with the fire de- 
partment Feb. 3. He expects to be out 
of the hospital within a month. 


"I'll probably change my hair style 


to come down over my ears and just 
forget about them," he said. "All I 
really want to do right now is get 
back on the job." 


For now Antor lies patiently waiting 


in Room 320 behind a sign on his door 
that reads: "If I'm asleep, please 
wake me up."

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Rival 


Palestinian leaders jointly warned 
Tuesday that should the American 
Sixth Fleet intervene in Lebanon it 
would be sunk as it was "sunk in Viet- 
nam." They also warned against Syr- 
ian intervention. 


However, Lebanese Socialists re- 


jected a final cease-fire appeal aimed 
at averting a Syrian invasion. 


Yasser. Arafat, head of the Pales- 


tine Liberation Organization, em- 
b r a c e d rival Palestinian leader 
GeOrge Habash and rebel Moslem 
army leader Ahmed Khatib and thV 
three chantedr "unity, unity, unity." 


"America^says its fleet can arrive 


on these shores within 24 hours," Ara- 
fat told a surprise news conference. 
"But I say we are now within range 
of Sixth Fleet artillery." 


"But they are welcome and we will 


sink them in Lebanon as they were 
sunk in Vietnam." 


In Washington, the Pentagon said 


the U.S. naval force patroling the 
eastern Mediterranean about 24 hours 
sail off the coast of Lebanon had not 
been put on any unusual alert status. 


If necessary the naval force could 


be called upon to rescue the more 
than 1,000 U.S. citizens still in Leba- 
non. 


The seven-ship force consists of the 


assault helicopter carrier Guadalcan- 
al, with a Marine detachment aboard; 
a conventional destroyer, a guided 
missile destroyer, and four support 
ships. 


Arafat warned against intervention 


in Lebanon by anyone. 


"All conspiracies will be broken on 


the rock of Palestinian-Lebanese un- 
ity," he said. 


' ' T h e s e conspiracies are being 


smashed on the rock of the blood 
which is now being sbed in (Christian 
strongholds of) Zghorta, Antourah and 
Kahhaleh," Arafat added. 


As Arafat spoke, the Christian Pha- 


langist radio reported that Israel wa$ 
massing troops and armor along the 
Lebanese border and had set up 
checkpoints inside Lebanese territory. 


No confirmation was available, but 


witnesses in the area said that Israeli 
reconnaissance planes were active 
there.

As editor of the 
President's daily news summary, it's 
her job to sift through each day's 
headlines for the President's review. 
Should she include the item or not, 
the wondered? Yes, she decided. 


"Luckily I did," recalled Mrs. Ber- 


ney, 1970 graduate of Arlington High 
School recently home for a visit. "The 
President didn't know anything about 
his son's statement until he read the 
summary the next morning."

suburban life of Arington Heights to 
the hectic pace of Washington, D.C., 
bastion of power and glory, but Me- 
lanie Maloney Berney has made the 
transition. To top it off, at 23, she's 
probably one of the best informed 
people in the country.

to sift through some 70 newspapers

- The summary also goes to about 140 
top administrators and Presidential 
advisers to give them an idea of what 
may go on that day and what ques- 
tions they may be asked. 


"IT GIVES THEM an idea of what 


the country feels and what the news 
media is saying," said Mrs. Berney. 
"The more editorials included, the 
better the President likes it. Whether 
they have anything to do with changes 
in policy, that I don't know." 


The daily news summary, under the 


office of Press Sec. Ron Nessen, was 
started in the late 60s when Richard 
Nixon occupied the oval office. 


While Ford wants as much critical 


news as possible in the»summary, 
Mrs. Berney said it wasn't the same 
under Nixon.

"I've heard rumors that they cen- 


sored the bad news from Nixon," she 


, said. "They say he didn't read the pa- 
pers much and got very upset when 
he heard bad news. At one time, and 
this is hearsay, they were putting in 
the baseball scores." 


MORALE HAS improved around the 


White House 100 per cent since Ford 
took' over, said Mrs. Berney, who 
started working in Washington in 1973 
as a press aide for U.S. Rep. 'Philip 
Crane, (R-12th). After a five-month 
stint in the office of Georgia Con- 
g r e s s m a n Larry McDonald, she 
moved over to the White House press 
staff last June.

more, more, and we have found that 
more money does not insure more 
quality in education," said Mrs. Kelly 
who was unable to attend.

scatter our shots, hoping that quantity 
will bring quality," Mrs. Kelly stated.

He said there is no 
coordination between villages when si- 
rens are sounded. Consequently, Ar- 
lington Heights may sound a warning 
which can be heard by Palatine resi- 
dents, causing a flood of phone calls 
to local police if Palatine does not 
also sound its siren. 


Harwig said what is needed is bet- 


ter coordination between

rather than more sirens in the area.

A sustained blast signifies a tornado

The tornado siren is sounded only 
when the National Weather Service is- 
sues a warning or if a tornado is re- 
ported in the area The emergency 
cover signal is sounded only for an air 
raid and can be set off only through 
authorization from federal officials.

Burned in fire, he lives 
for return to active duty

Ron Antor suffered first, second, 


and third degree bunts on more than 
27 per cent of his body Jan. 17. The 
most severe burns were on his neck, 
arms and legs. The tops of his ears 
were burned off. 


Still, he has one thought on his 


mind: To get out of Northwest Cem- 
mumty Hospital and continue his ca- 
reer in the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Dept. 


"I'm going to be the best damned 


firefighter there is. And also lead a 
good family life.Those are really the 
only two things I want to do," he 
says, moving his head slowly, min- 
imizing the movement in his blistered 
neck. 


ANTOR AND TWO comrades were 


fighting a blaze at the Dennis Schro- 
der residence Jan. 17 when they we*e 
caught in a "backflash": Walls, ceil- 
ing and floor .all ignited simulta- 
neously. 


"I don't really remember every- 


thing that happened," he said. "My 
mind has blanked out a few moments 
of what went on. After I came here, 
they said I talked about seeing a 
bright orange glow coming up the 
stairs and across tfce room. But I 
don't remember it." 


Antor's injuries were not severe 


enough to destroy his career, although 
he'll be assigned to something less 
than battling blazes upon his return to 
the service. 


"I may train to become an arson 


photographer," he says. "I may start 
doing other things, though. I just don't 
know yet. Whatever it is, I'll be there 
a while." 


Last week, Antor underwent skin 


grafts on his burned legs, where 
flames had literally killed the skin. 


"MY LEGS LOOK like' checker- 


boards," he says. 


Antor is able to move about in a 


wheelchair this week. He hopes to be 
walking by June 19, his wedding day. 
But if that doesn't happen, it won't 
deter him. 


"I'm going down the aisle even if 


it's in a wheelchair," says Antor. 
"But I doubt if that will happen. I 
fully expect to be walking by then." 


Antor's family and fiancee "took it 


pretty good" when he was injured, he 
said. 


"My fiancee (Sue Marie JUTS) stood 


up extremely well," he said, looking 
at her picture posted on the end of his 
bed. "She was a little on the shaky 
side, but she was able to come to 
grips with it." 


RON AND SUE MARIE had talked 


about the possibility of injuries, a fac- 
tor he says helped ease the stock of 
the accident. 


"I've always been of the opinion 


that it takes a special type of woman 
to marry a cop or fireman because of 
the hazards and risks involved. She 
knew them and she was'able to cope 
with it," Antor says. 


Sue Marie comes to visit her fiance 


almost every night, but the many vis- 
itors that came to see Antor soon af- 
ter his accident are gone. 


"People tend to forget," he says. 


"Now I'm just another person recu- 
perating in the hospital. The guys (at 
the fire department) come in to visit 
me regularly, but I don't get many 
visitors other than that." 


Antor spends his time watching tele- 


vision, listening to his fire department 
radio scanning unit ( to keep up with 
the exploits of his colleagues), and is 
currently reading a bock, "20,000 
Alarms," about the real life struggles 
of a big-city firefighter.

Mayor Robert D. Teichert said the 


charge probably would be effective 
May 1, with the beginning of the new 
fiscal year.

Trustee Michael H. Minton made 


Ihe motion to impose the direct 
charge in an effort to help bring addi- . 
tional revenue into the village and to 
offset an expected $600,000 to 700,000 
shortage in operating funds antici- 
pated from May through August. 


DISSENTING VOTES were cast by 


Trustees Richard N. Hendricks and 
Leo Floros. 


About 30 citizens told the board they 


favored raising taxes rather than hav- 
ing to pay a direct garbage charge. 
Currently, scavenger rates, which are, 
included in the property tax, are $4.30 
per living unit each month for unlim- 
ited curb service. 


The direct garbage charge, accord- 


ing to Trustee Theodore J. Watten- 
berg. is expected to bring in an addi- 
tional $763,000. An additional $43,000 
would be subtracted from this total, 
because Browning-Ferris Industries of 
Harrington, the scavenger company 
which is under contract with the vil- 
lage charges 75 cents per unit billing 
fee per quarter. 


The adoption of the direct garbage 


charge clears the way for approval of 
the proposed $9.1 million 1976-77 budg- 
et. By law, the budget must be ap- 
proved by May 1. 


"By taking a vote tonight," Minton 


said, "We will be able to see if we are 
in the right direction." 


FLOROS. opposing the imposition of 


the direct charge said, "It's like writ- 
ing a blank check." Floros said the 
village will now be at the mercy of 
the police and firefighters, who will 
demand, wage increases on the basis 
that the money is available. 


Teichert said Floras' argument 


"would be a copout on our part. I've 
never yet bargained with employes on 
the basis of amount of money avail- 
able." 


Trustee Edward B. Rhea Jr., antici- 


pating an approximate $440,000 deficit 
throughout • the coming year, said, 
"There's no way to take that (deficit) 
down to zero other than through a di- 
rect garbage charge, 


Rhea said because Browning-Ferris 


billed in advance an approximate 
$190,000 in incoming revenue in May 
will "knock the heck out of the 
amount of any short-term borrowing 
we'll have to do in May." 


Trustee E. R. Richardson was a 


proponent of the direct charge, al- 
though he originally recommended 
only a $3 per month charge. 


Teichert originally asked the village 


to look into short term borrowing 
from a local bank to offset the cash- 
flow problem anticipated by May 1.

Village studies oil disposal plan 


Mount Prospect officials are consid- 


ering the creation of a waste oil dis- 
posal program similar to one in Des 
Plaines once a new location for a 
glass and paper recycling center in 
the village is found. ' 


"We need to provide residents with 


a disposal for waste oil so they don't 
continue putting it down the sewers," 
Trustee E. F. Richardson said. 


Richardson, chairman of the public 


health and safety committee, said as 
soon as he locates an appropriate site 
for an underground oil storage tank,' 
he will consult various oil companies 
to study the feasibility of launching 
the project. "I would hope they'll sup- 
ply a tank in return for the waste oil 
we can give them," he said. 


•LARRY M. EILS, director of the 


Mount Prospect Health Dept., said the 
program would work similarly to the 
one now used in Des Plaines, which 
he said has been successful since it 
opened May 3,1975, on Oakton Street 
between Lee Street and the Soo Line 
R.R. tracks. 


A 500-gallon tank, topped by a large 


funnel, would be placed in the ground, 
he explained. "People who change 
their own car oil or lawn mower oil, 
for example, could utilize the service 
rather than clogging the sewers or 
throwing the oil in the garbage or the 
back corner of their lots." 


Eils said he is searching for a new 


location for the recycling center but is 
having trouble coming up with a site. 
"We would prefer to have it on vil- 
lage-owned property. It would be eas- 
ier to maintain," Eils said. "But right 
now there doesn't'seem to be enough 


vacant places in the village." 


''A vacant lot adjacent to Fire Sta- 
tion No. 2, 1601 W. Golf Rd., and the 
Mount Prospect Plaza have been con- 
sidered as two possible recycling cen- 
ter sites. The glass and paper recy- 
cling center was located near the 
plaza before it closed two years ago. 


"THE FIRST CENTER was closed 


because of supervision 
problems," 


Eils said. He said when the recycling 
center reopens, he would like to try 
the "The Rolling Meadows approach" 
in terms of its supervision. 


"I would like to see the center open 


twice a month and have different vil- 


lage groups participate in the super- 
vision of it," Eils said. "This method 
has been very successful in Rolling 
Meadows." 


Eils said an extensive survey of the 


village must be taken to find an ac- 
ceptable recycling location visible to 
everyone.

It was late one Sunday night in the 


Executive Office Building next to the 
White House when an unusual story 
came over the Associated Press news 
wire. 


A reported quoted Jack Ford, the 


President's son, as saying he had 
smoked marijuana. Melanie Berney 
was in a predicament. As editor of the 
President's daily news summary, it's 
her job to sift through each day's 
headlines for the President's review. 
Should she include the item or not, 
she wondered? Yes, she decided. 


"Luckily I did." recalled Mrs. Ber- 


ney, 1970 graduate of Arlington High 
School recently home for a visit. "The 
President didn't know anything about 
his con's statement until he read the. 
summary the next morning." 


It's a long way from the peaceful, 


Today 


suburban, life of Arington Heights to 
the hectic pace of Washington, D.C., 
bastion of'power and glory, but Me- 
lanie Maloney Berney has made the 
transition. To top it off, at 23, she's 
probably one of the best informed 
people in the country. 


HER JOB, WITH a staff of four, is 


to sift through some 70 newspapers 
from- around the country, listen to 
news broadcasts, read magazines, 
check the wire services and then sum- 
marize what's happening every day in 
a 40-page report. The report is deliv- 


ered to the President's bedroom door 
at 5:30 every morning. 'Reading it; 
and skimming through the New York 
Times and Washington Post, are the 
first things Gerald R. Ford does every 
day. 
v 


When he's not in Washington, the 


President gets an abbreviated copy of 
the report by cable wherever he is in 
the world. 


The news summary includes top 


headlines of the day as well as com- 
ment. Ford is big on editorial car- 
toons — the nastier the better, says 


Mrs. Berney — so many of them are 
included. 


The summary also goes to about 140 


top administrators and Presidential 
advisers to give them an idea of what 
m'ay go on that day and what ques- 
tions they may be asked. 


"IT GIVES THEM an idea of what 


the country feels and what the news 
media is .saying," said Mrs. Berney. 
"The more editorials included, the 
better the President likes it. Whether 
they, have anything to'dp with changes 
in policy, that I don't know." 
.The daily news summary, under the 
office of Press Sec. Ron Nessen, was 
started in the late 60s when Richard 
Nixon, occupied the oval office. 
;: 


While Ford wants as much critical 


.news as,.possible in the summary, 
Mrs. Berney said it wasn't the same 
under'Nixpn. 


"I've heard' rumors that thry cen- 


sored the bad news from Nixon,'' she 
said. "They say he didn't read the pa- 
pers much and got very upset when 
he heard bad news. At one time, and 
this is hearsay, they were putting in 
the baseball scores." 


MORALE HAS improved around the 


White House 100 per cnnt since Ford 
took over, said Mrs. Berney, who 
started working in Washington in 1973 
as a :press aide, for U.S". Rep. Philip 
Crane, (R-12th). After a five-month 
stint in the office of Georgia Con- 
g r e s«s m a n '"Larry McDonald, she 
moved over to the White1 House press 
staff last June. 


"Things-are a lot more honest now 


and very, above board. Surprisingly so, 
considering politicians," she said.
